BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS 


Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the  legislature,  selected  this 
location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  until  1832.  In  this  year  the  town  was  incor- 
porated and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis 
was  re-incorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its  first  town  council 
composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  common  council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the 
affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city  under  various  so-called 
charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of  government  was  estab- 
lished. While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over 
the  city's  affairs,  various  executive  departments  of  the  city  were 
provided,  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Pub- 
lic Health,  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  These 
boards  were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties  concerning  the  city's 
business  previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees, 
subject,  however,  in  some  cases,  to  approval  of  the  council.  The 
establishment  of  tax  levies  and  the  appropriation  of  funds  is  still 
controlled  by  the  Common  Council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  City  of  Indianapolis  was  divided 
into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward  councilmen.  Their  term  of 
office  was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this 
time  there  was  also  a  separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the 
council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  Aldermen, 
representing  five  Aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each 
district. 

Under  the  1891  act  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and 
a  common  council  of  21  members  was  established.    Fifteen  members 


were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to 
represent  the  city  at  large. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under 
the  general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of  1905,  while 
often  referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re- 
enactment  of  the  1891  Indianapolis  charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indi- 
anapolis system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The 
1905  law  increased  the  term  of  Mayor  and  councilmen  to  four  years 
and  prohibited  re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was 
passed  by  the  legislature.  This  law  limits  the  number  of  councilmen 
to  nine.  The  law  provides  for  the  nomination  by  each  party  of  six 
candidates,  one  from  each  of  six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  elec- 
tion all  of  the  voters  of  the  city  may  vote  for  any  nine  candidates 
and  the  nine  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  are  elected.  This 
law  insures  a  minority  representation  in  the  Council  of  at  least  three 
members. 

It  is  of  interest  to  persons  who  have  delved  into  the  history  of 
Indianapolis  that  the  oldest  City  record  in  existence  is  an  ordinance 
book  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  Town  of  Indianapolis  covering 
the  years  1839  to  1857. 

The  building  in  which  the  Council  held  its  meetings  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  in  1851,  together  with  nearly  all  the  books  and  pa- 
pers belonging  to  the  Corporation.  All  the  records  of  the  Council 
previous  to  the  year  1839  were  destroyed.  This  record  of  1839  is  now 
in  possession  of  the  City  Clerk.

I  am  returning  to  you  herewith  without  my  signature,  within 
ten  days  after  their  receipt  by  me,  Appropriation  Ordinances  num- 
bered 87,  88  and  89,  1943.  My  objections  to  each  of  the  above  men- 
tioned ordinances  are  as  follows: 


Each  of  said  ordinances  makes  an  appropriation  from  Gas 
Tax  Funds,  when  in  my  opinion  such  appropriation  should  be 
made  from  the  City  General  Fund. 


2.  The  total  of  these  appropriations  is  the  sum  of  $111,088.97 
to  be  paid  out  of  approximately  $130,000.00  of  Gas  Tax 
Funds  estimated  to  be  available  for  street  maintenance  and 
repair  for  the  year  of  1944. 


3.  Should  these  appropriations  be  made  out  of  Gas  Tax  Funds, 
a  balance  of  only  $18,911.03  would  remain  for  street  repair 
and  maintenance  out  of  the  1944  Gas  Tax  Fund. 


4.  There  is  a  1943  unexpended  balance  of  Gas  Tax  Funds  in 
the  sum  of  $28,000.00  in  the  street  repair  fund,  which  added 
to  the-  foregoing  sum  of  $18,911.03  would  constitute  a  fund 
of  $46,911.03  for  street  repairs  and  maintenance  during  1944. 
As  the  City  Engineer  estimates  that  the  maintenance,  repair 
and  resurfacing  program  for  1944  will  cost  at  least  $130,- 
000.00  there  would  therefore  be  a  shortage  of  approximately 
$83,088.97  to  carry  out  the  1944  program  on  the  maintenance, 
repair  and  resurfacing  of  streets  within  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis. 
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These  ordinances  appropriate  funds  for  certain  salaries  and 
wages  mentioned  in  each  ordinance.  I  feel  that  the  primary 
intent  of  the  law  making  grants  of  Gas  Tax  money  to  munici- 
palities is  that  such  funds  be  used  first  for  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  streets.  I  also  feel  that  where  there  are 
insufficient  funds,  as  in  this  case,  that  the  Gas  Tax  Funds 
should  be  permitted  to  remain  intact  for  use  for  street 
repairs,  maintenance  and  resurfacing  and  that  wages  and 
salaries  should  be  met  out  of  the  City  General  Fund. 


6.  The  City  Controller,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  City's  fiscal 
affairs  and  on  whom  rests  the  responsibility  of  determining 
from  what  funds  certain  expenditures  shall  be  made,  re- 
quested that  these  ordinances  be  drawn  so  that  these  appro- 
priations would  be  made  out  of  the  City  General  Fund. 
These  ordinances  were  so  drawn  and  introduced,  but  were 
amended  by  the  Council  to  provide  that  the  appropriations 
be  made  out  of  the  Gas  Tax  Funds  as  above  stated.

When  the  matter  of  a  codification  of  ordinances  was  pro- 
posed by  the  City  Clerk  he  suggested  that  a  compila- 
tion of  statutes  affecting  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
be  also  included.  This  suggestion  was  made  because 
of  the  numerous  amendments  to  the  Cities  and  Towns 
law  and  the  many  supplemental  acts  making  it  diffi- 
cult for  anyone  to  readily  ascertain  the  law.   At  that 
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time  this  proposal   received   the  hearty   approval   of 
the  city  legal  department. 

Your  committee  now  believes  that  the  inclusion  of  a  com- 
pilation of  the  statutes  would  not  only  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  city  administration  and  to  the  public 
but  would  result  in  a  larger  sale  of  the  publication, 
and  at  a  much  higher  price.

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  and  directing  the  revision,  codification 
and  publication  of  all  existing  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana,  and  providing  for  the  employment  of  lawyers 
to  prepare  the  same,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand 
Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($6,300.00)  to  defray  the  expense 
thereof. 


WHEREAS,  it  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  general 
public  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  officials  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  in  the  exercise  of  their  official  duties,  that  there 
be  a  revision,  codification  and  publication  of  all  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  NOW,  THEREFORE 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That,  pursuant  to  all  of  the  general  statutory  powers 
of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  a  general  and  complete  revision, 
codification  and  publication  of  all  of  the  existing  ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  should  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ordered.  When 
finally  completed  and  introduced  for  adoption  as  a  General  Ordinance, 
the  matter  shall  be  designated  as  "Municipal  Code  of  194....  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis." 

Section  2.  That  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in 
his  statutory  position  as  Clerk  of  this  Council  and  the  legal  custodian 
of  its  ordinances,  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to 
exercise  general  supervision,  control  and  responsibility  for  said  revi- 
sion, codification  and  publication  of  said  ordinances. 
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Section  3.  Said  City  Clerk,  after  the  appropriation  herein  pro- 
vided for  becomes  effective,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
select  and  employ,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  four  qualified  lawyers 
for  the  work  of  such  revision  and  codification,  who  shall  be  known 
and  designated  as  "The  Codification  Commission  of  1944." 


Section  4,  After  said  lawyers  shall  have  been  selected  by  said 
Clerk  and  shall  have  accepted  such  employment  they,  as  such  com- 
mission, shall  select  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  chairman.  The 
said  chairman  shall  be  responsible  for  the  allotment  of  the  work  inci- 
dent thereto;  for  arrangements  as  to  time  and  place  for  such  work 
and  for  the  constant  faithful  performance  of  such  duties  to  the  end 
that  such  work  of  revision  and  codification  may  be  properly  executed 
and  completed  within  the  shortest  possible  time. 


Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  examine 
all  ordinances  of  the  Common  Council  ordained  subsequent  to  the 
passage  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  1925,  together  with  the  Municipal 
Code  of  1925  and  to  determine  which  ordinances  and  parts  thereof 
are  still  in  full  force  and  effect;  to  remove  any  conflicting  provision; 
to  delete  or  re-write  any  provisions  which  are  clearly  void  or  uncon- 
stitutional; to  combine  similar  provisions  dealing  with  the  same  sub- 
ject matter;  to  examine  model  ordinances  and  ordinances  in  effect 
in  other  municipalities;  to  consider  recommendations  from  various 
departments  of  the  city  and  other  proper  sources  with  respect  to 
changes  therein  or  additions  thereto  and  new  matter  in  need  of  regu- 
lation, to  the  end  that  said  commission  may  submit  to  the  Common 
Council  a  proposed  modern  and  unified  code  of  all  such  ordinance 
material  which  may  be  of  general  interest  and  which  may  tend  to 
facilitate  the  execution  of  all  proper  functions  of  government  by  the 
various  departments  of  the  city  for  adoption.  It  shall  further  be  the 
duty  of  said  commission  to  prepare  introductory  and  appendix  matter 
to  accompany  the  municipal  code,  such  as  a  complete  index  of  the 
respective  provisions  of  the  code;  indexes  to  any  classes  of  special  or 
general  ordinances  still  in  full  force  and  effect  but  which  are  not 
of  such  character  as  to  be  embodied  in  the  code  proper,  and  any 
duly  adopted  rules  or  regulations  of  any  boards  which  said  com- 
mission may  deem  advisable  to  include,  and  any  other  matter  which 
said  commission  determines  proper.  Said  commission  shall  also  insert 
references  to  statutory  authority  and  decisions  of  the  Supreme  and 
Appellate  court  pertinent  to  any  of  the  ordinance  provisions.  It  shall 
further  be  the  duty  of  said  commission,  together  with  the  City  Clerk, 
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to  consider  the  matter  of  so  arranging  the  material  of  the  code  that 
the  City  Clerk  may  publish  periodical  supplements  thereto,  causing 
the  said  code  to  continue  current;  to  be,  at  all. times,  a  reference  of 
value  and  not  requiring  the  expenditure  of  other  money  for  frequent 
codifications.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk,  at  the  customary 
time  of  printing  the  council  proceedings,  to  cause  to  be  printed  a 
sufficient  number  of  extra  copies  of  such  ordinances  passed,  in  suit- 
able form,  as  may  be  needed  for  assembling  such  supplements. 


Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk,  during  the 
progress  of  the  work,  to  seek  all  available  information  and  advice 
concerning  the  proper  and  most  suitable  manner  of  publication  of 
said  codification,  the  number  of  copies  to  be  published,  how  distributed 
and  the  price  for  sale.  He  shall  take  into  consideration  the  possible 
advantage  of  the  publication  in  more  than  one  separate  volume  for 
the  different  classes  of  ordinances,  such  as,  General,  Special,  Building, 
Zoning,  Traffic  and  any  other  classification,  and  shall  determine 
whether  thereby  the  convenience  of  the  public  and  officials  would  be 
best  served,  the  cost  of  the  publication  be  reduced  and  the  revenue  to 
the  city  from  the  sale  thereof  be  increased,  and  he  shall  report  his 
findings  thereon  to  the  Council. 


Section  7.  The  total  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  each 
of  said  lawyers  shall  not  exceed  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00), 
except  that  the  chairman  of  said  commission  shall  be  paid  in  addition 
thereto  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  the  addi- 
tional duties  and  responsibilities  herein  specified,  to  be  paid  on 
vouchers  of  the  City  Clerk  in  the  same  manner  that  other  vouchers 
are  issued  and  paid  for  other  expenses  of  the  city.  Such  compensa- 
tion shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars 
($100.00)  per  month  for  each  lawyer  during  the  conduct  of  the  work, 
and  Twenty-Five  Dollars  ($25.00)  per  month  to  the  chairman  in  addi- 
tion thereto,  with  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  of  said  compen- 
sation being  retained  for  each  and  paid  when  the  work  is  completed 
and  accepted  and  approved  by  the  Common  Council. 


Section  8.  That  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($6,300.00)  for  the  payment  of  the  services  aforesaid,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  estimated,  anticipated  and 
unappropriated  balance  of  and  in  the  general  fund  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  for  the  year  of  1944,  and  is  hereby  allocated  to  the  fund 
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classification  in  the  city  budget  as  "Other  Compensations",  under  sub- 
item  13,  under  "1 — Services — Personal",  which  fund  is  hereby  created 
and  set  up  in  the  present  budget  for  the  office  of  City  Clerk.  Said 
fund,  in  the  above  amount  and  as  used  for  such  purpose,  shall  be  a 
continuing  and  special  fund,  to  be  used  for  said  purpose  alone,  and 
any  balance  remaining  therein  shall  not  revert  to  the  general  fund 
at  the  close  of  the  present  year,  or  thereafter,  until  such  work  is 
completed. 

Section  9.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  and  compliance  with  the  law  per- 
taining thereto.

other  sizes,  does  not  differ  by  more  than  10  per  cent 
of  itself  from  the  fat  percentage  of  the  remaining  milk  as 
determined  after  thorough  mixing. 

Section  2.  That  Section  3  of  General  Ordinance  No.  47-1941  be 
and-  the   same   is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  PERMITS.— It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  bring  into  or  receive  into  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, or  its  police  jurisdiction,  for  sale,  or  to  sell,  or  offer 
for  sale  therein,  or  to  have  in  storage  where  milk  or  milk 
products  are  sold  or  served,  any  milk  or  milk  product  de- 
fined in  this  ordinance,  who  does  not  possess  a  permit  from 
the  Health  Officer  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Only  a  person  who  complies  with  the  requirements 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  retain  such 
a  permit. 

Such  a  permit  may  be  suspended  by  the  Health  Officer 
or  revoked  after  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  by  the 
Health  Officer,  upon  the  violation  by  the  holder  of  any  of 
the  terms  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  That  Section  3a  of  General  Ordinance  No.  47-1941, 
as  amended  by  General  Ordinance  No.  9-1943,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3a.  PERMIT  FEES.— The  permit  fee  for  the 
sale  or  disposal  of  milk  or  milk  products  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis   shall   be   as   follows: 

Each  milk  distributor  engaged  in  the  distribution  of 
pasteurized  milk  or  milk  products  shall  pay  to  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  a  Distributor's  permit  fee  of  one  cent  (lc)  per 
hundredweight  for  all  milk  and  milk  products  received 
and  processed  as  denned  in  this  ordinance  except  sweet 
cream  purchased  as  such  for  market  milk  purposes,  in  which 
case,  the  fee  shall  be  one  cent  (lc)  per  pound  butter  fat, 
providing,  however,  that  such  fees  shall  be  applicable  to  the 
year  1944  and  the  year  1945  up  to  and  including  April,  1945. 
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Such  fees  shall  be  increased  beginning-  May  1,  1945,  to  two 
cents  (2c)  per  hundred  weight  on  all  milk  and  milk  products 
received  as  denned  in  this  ordinance  and  shall  be  increased 
to  one  and  one-half  cents  (l%c)  per  pound  butter  fat  for 
sweet  cream  purchased  as  such  and  used  for  market  milk 
purposes.  Such  milk  distributors  permit  fees  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  in- 
come derived  therefrom  shall  be  used  only  in  the  execution 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  These  fees  shall  be 
based  on  the  net  weight  of  all  milk  and  milk  products  re- 
ceived and  purchased  by  the  distributors.  Each  distributor 
shall  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  (15th)  and  twenty-fourth 
(24th)  of  each  month,  file  with  the  Health  Officer,  on  a 
form  provided  by  him,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  pounds 
of  milk  received  during  the  preceding  period  and  the  classi- 
fied usage  of  the  milk  and  cream  as  defined  in  this  ordinance. 
The  Health  Officer  is  hereby  authorized  to  investigate  the 
correctness  and  accuracy  of  the  returns  of  reports  required 
and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  access  at  all  reaonable 
times  to  all  books  and  documents  bearing  on  the  amount 
of  milk  and  milk  products  received  and  sold;  provided  that 
such  information  shall  not  be  disclosed,  divulged  or  made 
public. 

Section  4.    That  Section  7,  Item  22r,  of  General  Ordinance  No. 
47-1941,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


ITEM  22r.  REMOVAL  OF  MILK.— Each  pail  of  milk 
shall  be  removed  immediately  to  the  milk  house  or  strain- 
ing room.    No  milk  shall  be  strained  in  the  dairy  barn. 

Section    5.     That    Section    7,    Item    24r,    of    General    Ordinance 
No.  47-1941,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


ITEM  24r.  MISCELLANEOUS.— All  vehicles  used  for 
the  transportation  of  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  so  con- 
structed and  operated  as  to  protect  their  contents  from  the 
sun  and  from  contamination.  All  vehicles  used  for  the 
transportation  of  milk  or  milk  products  in  their  final  de- 
livery containers  shall  be  constructed  with  permanent  tops 
and  with  permanent  sides  and  back,  provided  that  openings 
of   the    size   necessary   to   pass  the   delivery  man   may  be 
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permitted  in  the  sides  or  back  for  loading  and  unloading 
purposes.  All  vehicles  shall  be  kept  clean,  and  no  substance 
capable  of  contaminating  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be 
transported  with  milk  or  milk  products  in  such  manner  as 
to   permit  contamination. 

The  immediate  surroundings  of  the  dairy  shall  be 
kept  in  a  neat,  clean  condition. 

Section  6.    That  Section   7,  Item  8p,  of  General   Ordinance  No. 
47-1941,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

ITEM  8p.  HAND-WASHING  FACILITIES.— Con- 
venient hand-washing  facilities  shall  be  provided  including 
hot  and  cold  running  water,  soap,  and  approved  sanitary 
towels.    The  use  of  a  common  towel  is  prohibited. 

Section   7.    That  Section  10   of  General   Ordinance  No.  47-1941, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  10.  TRANSFERRING  OR  DIPPING  MILK; 
DELIVERY  CONTAINERS;  HANDLING  OF  MORE 
THAN  ONE  GRADE;  DELIVERY  OF  MILK  AT  QUAR- 
ANTINED RESIDENCES.— Except  as  permitted  in  this 
section,  no  milk  producer  or  distributor  shall  transfer  milk 
or  milk  products  from  one  container  to  another  on  the 
street,  or  in  any  vehicle  or  store,  or  in  any  place  except 
a  bottling  or  milk  room  especially  used  for  that  purpose. 
The  sale  of  dip  milk  is  hereby  prohibited. 

All  pasteurized  milk  and  milk  products  shall  be  placed 
in  their  final  delivery  containers  in  the  plant  in  which  they 
are  pasteurized.  Milk  and  milk  products  sold  in  the  dis- 
tributor's containers  in  quantities  less  than  one  gallon  shall 
be  delivered  in  standard  milk  bottles  or  in  single-service 
containers.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  hotels,  soda  fountains, 
restaurants,  groceries,  and  similar  establishments  to  sell  or 
serve  any  milk  or  milk  products  except  in  the  original 
container  in  which  it  was  received  from  the  distributor  or 
from  a  bulk  container  equipped  with  an  approved  dispensing 
device;  Provided,  That  this  requirement  shall  not  apply 
to  cream  consumed  on  the  premises,  which  may  be  served 
from  the  original  bottle  or  from  a  dispenser  approved  for 
such   service.

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It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  hotel,  soda  fountain,  res- 
taurant, grocery,  or  similar  establishment  to  sell  or  serve 
any  milk  or  milk  products  which  have  not  been  maintained, 
while  in  its  possession,  at  a  temperature  of  50  degrees  F. 
or  less. 

No  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  permitted  to  come 
in  contact  with  equipment  with  which  a  lower  grade  of 
milk  or  milk  products  has  been  in  contact  unless  such  equip- 
ment has  first  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  subjected  to 
bactericidal  treatement. 

All  pouring  lips  of  bottles  containing  milk  or  milk 
products  in  non-leakproof  containers  shall  not  be  sub- 
merged in  water  for  cooling. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  to  whom  milk  or 
milk  products  are  delivered  to  clean  thoroughly  the  con- 
tainers in  which  such  milk  or  milk  products  are  delivered 
before  returning  such  containers.  Apparatus,  containers, 
equipment,  and  utensils  used  in  the  handling,  storage,  pro- 
cessing, or  transporting  of  milk  or  milk  products  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  without  the  permission 
of  the  Health  Officer. 

The  delivery  of  milk  or  milk  products  to  and  the 
collection  of  milk  or  milk  products  containers  from  resi- 
dences in  which  cases  of  communicable  disease  transmissi- 
ble through  milk  supplies  exist  shall  be  subject  to  the 
special  requirements  of  the  Health  Officer. 

Section  8.    That  Section  13  of  General  Ordinance  No.  47-1941, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  13.  NOTIFICATION  OF  DISEASE.— No  per- 
son who  is  affected  with  any  disease  in  a  communicable 
form  or  is  a  carrier  of  such  disease  shall  work  at  any 
dairy  farm  or  milk  plant  in  any  capacity  which  brings  him 
in  contact  with  the  production,  handling,  storage  or  trans- 
portation of  milk,  milk  products,  containers,  or  equipment; 
and  no  dairy  farm  or  milk  plant  shall  employ  in  any  such 
capacity  any  such  person  or  any  person  suspected  of  being 
infected  with  any  disease  in  a  communicable  form  or  of 
being  a  carrier  of  such  disease.  Any  producer  or  distributor 
of   milk    or   milk   products   upon  whose  dairy  farm   or  in 
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whose  milk  plant  any  communicable  disease  occurs,  or  who 
suspects  that  any  employee  has  contracted  any  disease  in  a 
communicable  form  or  has  become  a  carrier  of  such  dis- 
ease, shall  notify  the  Health  Officer  immediately.  A 
placard  containing  this  section  shall  be  posted  in  all  toilet 
rooms  or  privies. 

Section    9.     That    Section    16    of    General    Ordinance    No. 
47-1941,   be   and   the    same   is    hereby   amended   to    read   as   follows: 

Section  16.  ENFORCEMENT  BODY.— For  the  pur- 
pose of  enforcing  this  ordinance  there  is  hereby  set  up 
in  the  department  of  public  health  and  charities,  a  daily 
division  and  the  positions  and  services  hereinafter  set  out 
are  hereby  created  and  established  on  an  annual  basis  and 
the  various  funds  and  compensation  as  hereinafter  set  out 
are  likewise  created  and  established,  provided,  however, 
that  funds  hereinafter  set  up  be  applicable  only  to  the 
year  1944  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  changes  as  the  com- 
mon council  may  see  fit  to  adopt.

Section  13.  REPEAL. — All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances,

portation system. 

(4)  The  right  from  time  to  time,  but  not  as  a  regular 
course  of  business,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  Lessee's  aircraft,  en- 
gines, accessories,  and  other  equipment  or  supplies,  gasoline, 
oil,  lubricants  or  other  fuel,  insofar  as  same  may  be  incidental 
to  Lessee's  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system,  but  not 
otherwise,  it  being  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  this 
sub-section  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  conduct 
of  a  separate  business  by  Lessee,  provided  however,  that  Lessee 
shall  not  sell  or  dispose  of  gasoline  or  other  fuel  except  in 
emergencies  where  fuel  of  the  type  required  is  not  available 
from  the  fuel  concessionaire  at  the  airport. 

(5)  The  Servicing  by  Lessee  or  by  its  suppliers,  of  air- 
craft or  other  equipment  owned  or  operated  by  Lessee  by 
truck  or  otherwise,  with  gasoline,  oil,  greases  and  any  other 
fuel  or  other  supplies  required  by  Lessee. 

(6)  The  landing,  taking  off,  parking,  loading  and  un- 
loading of  aircraft  or  other  equipment  owned  or  operated 
by   Lessee. 
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(7)  The  right  to  load  and  unload  persons,  property, 
freight  and  express  and  mail  at  said  Airport  by  such  motor 
vehicles  or  other  means  of  conveyance  as  Lessee  may  desire 
or  require  in  the  operation  of  its  air  transportation  system, 
with  the  right  to  designate  the  particular  carrier,  or  carriers, 
who  shall  or  may  transport  Lessee's  passengers  and  cargo  to 
and  from  the  Airport. 

(8)  The  right  to  install  and  operate  a  reasonable  num- 
ber of  identifying  signs  on  the  leased  premises,  the  general 
type,  design  and  location  of  such  signs  to  be  subject  to  the 
written  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation. 

(9)  The  right  to  install,  maintain  and  operate,  at  the 
expense  of  the  Lessee,  such  radio,  communications,  meteoro- 
logical and  aerial  navigation  equipment  and  facilities  in,  on  and 
about  the  premises  herein  leased  at  said  Airport  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Lessee,  for  its 
operations;  provided,  that  the  location  of  such'  equipment  and 
facilities  as  might  interfere  with  full  and  proper  use  of  the 
Airport  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation. 

(10)  In  the  event  that  Lessor  shall  provide,  at  the  writ- 
ten request  of  Lessee,  additional  airport  facilities  of  a  type  or 
types  not  now  provided  or  operated  by  Lessor  at  said  Airport, 
Lessee  agrees  to  pay  a  fair  proportionate  share  of  the  cost 
of  operation  and  maintenance  of  such  facilities,  such  share  .to 
be  determined  by  agreement  of  the  parties  prior  to  installation 
of  such  facilities. 

(B)  Space  in  Administration  Building.  The  exclusive 
use  of  about  six  hundred  seventy-four  square  feet  of  space  in 
the  Administration  Building,  as  the  same  is  more  particularly 
set  forth  and  shown  on  the  floor  plans  attached  hereto  as  a 
part  of  Exhibit  A,  and  as  outlined  in  red  thereon,  for  use  of 
Lessee  in  connection  with  or  incidental  to  its  operation  of  an 
air  transportation  system,  such  use  to  include  the  sale  of  tickets, 
accident  insurance,  manifesting  of  passengers  and  cargo,  han- 
dling of  mail,  baggage  and  cargo  and  the  operation  of  a  gen- 
eral traffic,  operations,  meteorological  and  communications  office. 

(C)  Public  Space  in  Administration  Building.    The  use  by 

Lessee,  its  employees,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  invitees, 
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in  common,  however,  with  others,  of  all  public  spaces  in  said 
Administration  Building-,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  A,  and  all  addi- 
tional public  space  which  may  hereafter  be  made  available  in 
said  Administration  Building  or  any  additions  thereto,including 
its  lobby,  waiting  room,  hallways,  rest  rooms,  room  for  flight 
personnel  and  other  public  and  passenger  conveniences. 

(D)  Parking  Space.  The  use  by  Lessee  and  its  employees, 
in  common  only  with  other  air  transport  operators  who  may  be 
lessees  of  space  at  the  Airport  and  their  employees,  of  an  ade- 
quate vehicular  parking  space,  to  be  designated  by  Lessor,  lo- 
cated as  near  as  possible  to  the  Administration  Building,  with- 
out charge  to  Lessee  or  its  employees.  The  use  by  Lessee  and 
its  passengers  (including  persons  calling  for  and  delivering 
passengers),  in  common  only  with  the  other  air  transport  op- 
erators who  may  be  lessees  of  space  at  the  Airport  and  their 
passengers,  of  an  adequate  parking  space  located  as  near  as 
possible  to  said  Administration  Building,  without  charge  to 
Lessee  or  to  said  passengers. 

Provided,  however,  that  such  parking  space  shall  be  limited 
to  the  extent  of  grounds  and  space  available  to  Lessor  for  such 
purposes;  and,  provided,  further  that  Lessor  shall  not  be  re- 
quired, except  in  its  own  discretion,  to  furnish  parking  police  or 
attendants  or  other  police  protection  for  such  parking  spaces. 

(E)  Right  of  Access,  Ingress  and  Egress.  The  full  and 
unrestricted  access  and  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  premises 
at  the  Airport,  herein  leased  and  licensed,  for  Lessee,  its  em- 
ployees, passengers,  guests,  patrons,  invitees,  suppliers  of  ma* 
terials  and  furnishers  of  service,  its  or  their  aircraft,  equipment, 
vehicles,  machinery  and  other  property,  without  charge  to 
Lessee,  or  to  said  persons  or  property. 


ARTICLE  II— TERM 

Lessee  shall  have  and  hold  said  premises,  facilities,  rights,  li- 
censes and  privileges  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (A)  to  (E),  inclusive,  of 
Article  I,  for  a  term  of  ten  (10)  years,  commencing  on  the  1st  day  of 
April,  1944,  and  terminating  at  the  end  of  the  31st  day  of  March, 
1954,  unless  sooner  terminated  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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ARTICLE  III— RIGHT  TO  LEASE  PROPERTY 

Lessor  represents  that  is  has  the  right  to  lease  said  property 
together  with  all  the  facilities,  rights,  licenses  and  privileges  herein 
granted,  and  has  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into  this  lease  in 
respect  thereof. 


ARTICLE  IV— CHARGES,  FEES  OR  TAXES 

Lessor  agrees  that  no  charges,  fees,  licenses,  excise  or  operating 
taxes,  or  tolls,  other  than  herein  expressly  provided,  shall  be  charged 
or  collected  by  it  from  Lessee  or  any  other  persons,  including  sup- 
pliers of  materials  or  furnishers  of  services,  for  the  privilege  of  trans- 
porting, loading,  unloading,  or  handling  persons,  property  or  mail  to, 
from,  into  or  on  said  Airport  in  connection  with  Lessee's  business. 


ARTICLE  V— RIGHT  TO  PURCHASE  SUPPLIES 
AND  MATERIALS 

Lessee  shall  have  the  full  right  of  purchasing  at  said  Airport 
or  elsewhere,  its  requirements  of  gasoline,  fuel,  lubricating  oil,  grease, 
food  and  other  passenger  supplies,  and  any  other  materials  and  sup- 
plies from  any  person  or  company  of  its  choice,  and  no  charges,  fees, 
taxes,  or  tolls  of  any  kind,  except  as  herein  expressly  set  forth,  shall 
be  charged  by  Lessor,  directly  or  indrectly,  against  Lessee  or  its  sup- 
pliers for  the  privilege  of  using,  storing,  withdrawing,  handling,  con- 
suming or  transporting  the  same  to,  from  or  on  said  Airport. 


ARTICLE  VI— LESSEE'S  STORAGE  FACILITIES 

Lessee  may  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  erect,  install,  and  main- 
tain on  said  Airport  such  adequate  storage  facilities,  excluding 
hangars,  shops  and  freight  sheds  as  it  may  determine  to  be  necessary 
for  use  in  connection  with  its  air  transportation  operations  for  gaso* 
line,  oil,  greases,  and  any  other  fuel,  and  for  other  supplies  and  equip- 
ment, at  convenient  locations,  whether  underground  or  on  the  surface, 
as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  and  between  Lessor  and  Lessee, 
together  with  the  necessary  pipes,  pumps,  motors,  filters,  racks,  hous- 
ing and  other  appurtenances  incidental  to  the  use  thereof.  No  restric- 
tions shall  be  placed  upon  the  Lessee  as  to  the  architects  builders  or 
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contractors    who    shall    be    employed    by    it    in    connection    with    the 
i    erection  of  any  such  storage  facility. 

Any  such  storage  facility  erected  or  installed  by  the  Lessee 
pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  not  become  a  part  of  the  land  on,  or 
in,  which  it  is  erected,  but  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  Lessee. 

ARTICLE  VII— MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION  OF  AIRPORT 

Lessor  agrees  to  maintain  and  operate  said  Airport  so  as  to 
entitle  it  to  an  approved  rating  by  the  C.A.A.,  equivalent  to  or  higher 
than  the  one  which  it  now  holds,  in  respect  to  all  operations  of  Lessee 
now  or  hereafter  approved  by  said  C.A.A. 

It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  the  Lessor  will  keep 
the  public  space  in  the  Administration  Building  in  good  repair  and  will 
provide  and  supply  water  and  heat  (such  heating  during  cold  weather 
to  be  sufficient  to  keep  the  building  at  a  reasonable  temperature)  for 
the  entire  building.  The  Lessor  will  also  provide  adequate  electric 
light  for  the  public  space  in  the  said  building,  but  the  Lessee  will  pay 
for  its  own  electric  bulbs  or  additional  fixtures  in  the  exclusive  office 
space  occupied  by  Lessee.  The  Lessor  will  furnish  janitors  and  other 
cleaners  necessary  to  keep  the  Airport  and  the  public  spaces  in  the 
Administration  Building  clean,  neat,  orderly,  sanitary  and  presentable, 
together  with  such  personnel  as  may  be  necessary  to  facilitate  the  use 
of  the  Airport  and  Administration  Building  and  the  appurtenances, 
facilities  and  services  as  aforesaid  by  anyone  hereunder  entitled  to 
use  the  same;  provided,  however,  that  Lessee  shall  furnish  its  own 
janitor  service  in  respect  to  the  office  space  exclusively  occupied  by  it, 
and  in  addition  thereto  shall  pay  for  any  electric  current  used  by  it 
in  the  operation  of  its  equipment,  pumping  facilities,  office  space,  and 
all  other  electric  current  used  exclusively  by  Lessee. 

ARTICLE  VIII— RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Lessee  covenants  and  agrees  to  observe  and  obey  all  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  (not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  hereof)  which 
may  from  time  to  time  during  the  term  hereof  be  promulgated  by 
Lessor,  or  any  of  its  agencies,  for  operation  of  said  Airport. 

ARTIVLE  IX— DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION  OF 
ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING 

If  any  property,  part  or  all  of  which  is  leased  to  Lessee,  shall 
be  partially  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  but  not  rendered  un- 
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tenantable,  the  same  shall  be  repaired  with  due  diligence  by  the 
Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense;  if  the  damage  shall  be  so  exten- 
sive as  to  render  the  premises  untenantable,  but  capable  of  being 
repaired  in  sixty  (60)  days,  the  same  shall  be  repaired  with  due 
diligence  by  the  Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  and  the  rent 
payable  hereunder  shall  be  proportionately  paid  up  to  the.  time  of 
such  damage  and  shall  thence  forth  cease  until  such  time  as  the 
premises  shall  be  in  order;  and  in  case  such  property  is  completely 
destroyed  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  or  so  damaged  as  to  remain  un- 
tenantable for  more  than  sixty  (60)  days,  at  the  option  of  the  Lessee 
either;  (1)  said  premises  shall  be  repaired  or  reconstructed  with  due 
diligence  by  the  Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  and  the  rent 
payable  therefor  shall  be  proportionately  paid  up  to  the  time  of  such 
damage  or  destruction  and  shall  thence  forth  cease  until  such  time 
as  the  premises  shall  be  put  in  order;  provided,  however,  that  the 
rent  provided  herein  shall  continue  and  be  paid  by  Lessee  on  any 
usable  portion  of  said  property,  covered  by  this  lease,  which  has  not 
been  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty  and  the  rent  on  such  portion 
of  said  property  to  be  proportionately  paid;  or  (2)  within  ninety 
(90)  days  after  the  time  of  such  damage  or  destruction  and  before 
the  said  premises  shall  be  put  in  order  and  before  contract  for  repair 
or  reconstruction  thereof  has  been  signed,  the  Lessee  shall  give  the 
Lessor  notice  of  its  intention  to  cancel  this  lease,  or  the  portion 
thereof  relating  to  such  property,  in  which  case  this  lease,  in  its 
entirety,  or  the  portion  thereof  relating  to  such  property  shall  forth- 
with cease  and  determine;  provided,  however,  that  this  lease  shall 
not  be  cancelled  in  its  entirety  by  reason  of  damage  by  fire  or  other 
casualty  unless  the  property  covered  by  this  lease  shall  be  damaged 
to  such  an  extent  that  none  of  such  property  is  usable  by  Lessee, 
but  may  be  cancelled  in  part  upon  that  portion  of  said  property  which 
has  been  so  damaged  to  an  extent  which  renders  it  unusable  by 
Lessee. 


ARTICLE  X— CANCELLATION  BY  LESSOR 

In  the  event  that  Lessee  shall  file  a  voluntary  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy or  that  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  shall  be  instituted  against 
it  and  the  Lessee  is  thereafter  adjudicated  bankrupt  pursuant  to  such 
proceedings,  or  that  the  court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of  Lessee  and 
its  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions  of 
any  Federal  reorganization  act,  or  that  a  receiver  of  Lessee's  assets 
shall  be  appointed,  or  that  Lessee  shall  be  divested  of,  or  be  prevented 
by  any  final  action  of  any  Federal  or  State  Authority  from  conducting 
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and  operating  its  transportation  system  for  the  carriage  of  persons, 
property  and  mail  by  aircraft  at  the  Airport,  or  that  Lessee  shall  fail 
to  perform,  keep  and  observe  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  and  condi- 
tions herein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  Lessee  to  be  performed, 
■kept  or  observed,  the  Lessor  may  give  the  Lessee  notice  in  writing  to 
correct  such  condition  or  cure  such  default;  and,  if  any  such  condition 
or  default  shall  continue  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
notice  by  the  Lessee,  the  Lessor  may,  after  the  lapse  of  said  sixty 
(60)  day  period  and  prior  to  the  correction  of  or  curing  of  such  con- 
dition or  default,  terminate  this  lease  by  a  twenty  (20)  day  written 
notice;  and  the  term  hereby  demised  shall  thereupon  cease  and  expire 
at  the  end  of  such  twenty  (20)  days,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  effect  as  if  it  were  the  expiration  of  the  original  term. 

The  acceptance  of  rental  by  the  Lessor  for  any  period  or  periods 
after  a  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  herein 
contained  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed  by  Lessee,  shall  not  be 
deemed  a  waiver  of  any  right  on  the  part  of  the  Lessor  to  cancel  this 
lease  for  such  default. 

No  waiver  of  default  by  Lessor  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants 
or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed  by  Lessee 
shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default 
of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  herein  contained  to 
be  performed,  kept  and  observed  by  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XI— CANCELLATION  BY  LESSEE 

Lessee,  in  addition  to  any  right  of  cancellation  or  any  other 
rights  herein  given  to  Lessee,  may  cancel  this  lease  in  its  entirety 
and  terminate  all  or  any  of  its  obligations  hereunder  at  any  time, 
by  thirty  (30)  days'  written  notice,  upon  or  after  the  happening  of 
any  one  of  the  following  events : 

(A)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Authority  to  continue  the  right  of  Lessee  to  operate  into  and 
from  said  Airport. 

(B)  The  termination  of  Lessee's  obligation  or  right 
(imposed  by  contract  or  otherwise)  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  the  carriage  of  United  States  air  mail  to,  from  or 
through  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 
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(C)  The  failure  or  refusal  by  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment, or  any  other  competent  governmental  authority,  to  desig- 
nate the  said  Airport  as  the  terminal  point  for  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  for  the  receiving  and  dispatching  of  United  States 
air  mail;  or  the  withdrawal  of  such  designation  by  such  gov- 
ernmental agencies. 

(D)  Issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  an 
injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or  restraining  the  use  of  said 
Airport  or  any  part  thereof  for  airport  purposes,  and  the  re- 
maining in  force  of  such  injunction  for  a  period  of  at  least 
ninety  (90)  days. 

(E)  The  breach  by  Lessor  of  any  of  the  covenants  and 
agreements  herein  contained  and  the  failure  of  Lessor  to  remedy 
such  breach  for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  days  after  receipt  of 
written  notice  of  the  existence  of  such  breach. 

(F)  The  inability  of  Lessee  to  use  said  premises  and 
facilities  continuing  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  (60)  days, 
whether  due  to  any  law  or  order,  rule  or  regulation  of  any 
appropriate  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  over 
the  operations  of  Lessee,  or  due  to  war,  sabotage,  earthquake, 
or  other  casualty  which  is  not  a  result  of  the  negligent  acts  or 
negligent  omissions  of  Lessee  or  its  employees. 

(G)  Any  action  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  re- 
fusing to  permit  Leesee  to  operate  into,  from  or  through  said 
Airport  such  aircraft  as  Lessee  may  reasonably  desire  to  operate, 
provided  all  such  aircraft  have  been  approved  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority. 

No  Waiver  of  Default  by  Lessee  of  any  of  the  terms, 
covenants  or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed,  kept  and  ob- 
served by  Lessor  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver 
by  Lessee  of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  cove- 
nants and  conditions  herein  contained  to  be  performed,  kept 
arid  observed  by  Lessor. 


ARTICLE   XII— OPTION   TO   LEASE  ADDITIONAL   SPACE 

The  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  and  option  at  any  time,  and 
from  time  to  time  during  the  term  hereof,  to  lease  any  additional 
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space  at  the  Airport  not  necessary  to  Lessor's  operation  of  the  Air- 
port and  at  the  time  not  leased  to  others,  whether  such  space  is 
adjacent  to  the  space  leased  hereunder  or  otherwise,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  at  such  time  by  Lessor  and 
Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XIII— COVENANT  NOT  TO  GRANT  MORE 
FAVORABLE  TERMS 

Lessor  covenants  and  agrees  not  to  enter  into  any  lease,  contract 
or  agreement  with  any  other  scheduled  air  transport  operator,  with 
respect  to  the  Airport,  containing  more  favorable  terms  than  this 
lease  or  to  grant  any  other  scheduled  air  transport  operator,  rights, 
privileges  or  concessions  with  respect  to  the  said  Airport  which  are 
not  accorded  to  the  Lessee  hereunder,  unless  the  same  terms,  rights, 
privileges  and  concessions  are  concurrently  made  available  to  the 
Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XIV— QUIET  ENJOYMENT 

Lessor  agrees  that,  on  payment  of  the  rent  and  performance  of 
the  covenants  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the  Lessee  to  be  per- 
formed hereunder,  Lessee  shall  peaceably  have  and  enjoy  the  leased 
premises  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  said  Airport,  its  ap- 
purtenances and  facilities,  as  provided  in  this  lease. 


ARTICLE  XV— SURRENDER  OF  POSSESSION 

Lessee  agrees  to  yield  and  deliver  to  Lessor  possession  of  the 
premises  exclusively  leased  herein  at  the  termination  of  this  lease, 
by  expiration  or  otherwise,  or  of  any  renewal  or  extension  hereof, 
in  good  condition  in  accordance  with  its  express  obligations  here- 
under, except  for  reasonable  wear  and  tear,  fire  or  other  casualty, 
Lessee  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  during  said  term,  or  any 
renewal  or  extension  thereof,  or  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  such 
termination,  to  remove  all  fixtures  and  equipment  and  any  other 
personal  property  installed  or  placed  by  it  at  its  expense,  in,  on 
or  about  the  premises  herein  leased  without  restriction  whatsoever; 
subject,  however,  to  any  valid  lien  which  Lessor  may  have  thereon 
for  unpaid  rents  or  fees,  provided,  that  Lessee  shall  tender  reason- 
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able  compensation  to  owners  of  any  property  rightfully  on  the  prem- 
ises which  may  be  substantially  injured  or  destroyed  by  such  removal; 
provided,  that  Lessee,  in  the  removal  of  any  such  property,  shall  not 
in  any  unreasonable  way  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the  Airport. 


ARTICLE  XVI— AIRPORT  RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Lessee,  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  will  not  be  in 
control  or  possession  of  said  Airport  (except  as  to  the  parts  thereof 
leased  exclusively  to  Lessee),  and  Lessee  does  not  assume  responsi- 
bility for  the  conduct  or  operation  of  the  said  Airport  or  for  the 
physical  or  other  conditions  of  the  same,  not  due  to  Lessee's  own 
negligent  acts  or  negligent  omissions. 


ARTICLE  XVII— INSURANCE 

Lessee  now  has  and  expects  to  maintain  throughout  the 
life  of  this  agreement  commercial  liability  insurance  or  self-insurance 
in  the  following  minimum  amounts:  $40,000.00  per  person;  $100,000.00 
per  accident;  $50,000.00  property. 


ARTICLE   XVIII— CIVIL   AERONAUTICS   AUTHORITY 

Whenever  the  term  "Civil  Aeronautics  Authority,"  (C.A.A.)  is 
used  in  this  lease,  it  shall  be  construed  as  referring  to  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority  created  by  the  Federal  Government  under  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Act  of  1938,  or  to  such  other  agency  or  agencies 
of  the  Federal  Government  having  from  time  to  time  similar  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  Lessee  or  its  business. 


ARTICLE  XIX— ASSIGNMENT  OF  LEASE 

Lessee  shall  not  at  any  time  assign  this  lease  or  any  part 
thereof,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  Lessor;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  Lessee  may  assign  this  lease  upon  written  notice  to  Lessor 
without  such  consent  to  any  corporation  with  which  Lessee  may  merge 
or  consolidate  or  which  may  succeed  to  the  business  assets  or  any 
substantial  part  thereof  of  the  Lessee. 
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ARTICLE  XX— NOTICES 

Notices  to  the  Lessor  provided  for  herein  shall  be  sufficient  if 
sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
with  copy  to  Superintendent  of  Airport,  and  notices  to  the  Lessee,  if 
sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Lessee,  at, 
100  East  42nd  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  or  to  such  other  respective 
addresses  as  the  parties  may  designate  in  writing  from  time  to  time. 


ARTICLE  XXI— RENTALS  AND  FEES 

For  674  square  feet  of  flour  space  used  exclusively  by  Lessee  in 
the  Administration  Building,  as  shown  on  the  floor  plans  attached 
hereto  as  a  part  of  Exhibit  "A",  and  for  such  other  exclusive  space 
as  Lessee  may  have  as  shown  on  Exhibit  "A",  Lessee  shall  pay  to 
Lessor  the  following  rental : 

Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  per  square  foot  per  annum  for  floor 
space  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Administration  Building; 

One  Dollar  and  Fifty  Cents  ($1.50)  per  square  foot  per 
annum  for  floor  space  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Administration 
Building; 

Fifty  Cents  ($.50)  per  square  foot  per  annum  for  store- 
room space,  wherever  located. 

From  and  after  the  date  hereof,  and  for  and  during  the  first 
five  (5)  years  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  viz:  From  April  1,  1944, 
to  March  31,  1949,  Lessee  shall  pay  to  Lessor  a  fee  each  calendar 
month  with  respect  to  each  of  Lessee's  scheduled  trip  arrivals  at  said 
Airport,  as  follows: 

(1)  For   each   of   the   first  two    scheduled   trip   ar- 
rivals, per  month.. _ _ _ _ $100.00 

(2)  For  each   of  the  next  two   scheduled  trip  ar- 
rivals, per  month $  75.00 

(3)  For   each    of   the   next    six   scheduled   trip    ar- 
rivals, per  month $  50.00 
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(4)     For  each  additional  scheduled  trip  arrival,  per 

month   $  25.00 

From  April  1,  1949,  to  the  day  of  the  termination  of  this  lease, 
Lessee  shall  pay  to  Lessor  a  fee  each  calendar  month  with  respect  to 
each  of  Lessee's  scheduled  trip  arrivals  at  said  airport  as  follows: 

( 1 )  For  each   of  the   first  two   scheduled  trip  ar- 
rivals, per  month $110.00 

(2)  For  each   of  the  next  two  scheduled  trip  ar- 
rivals, per  month $  82.50 

(3)  For   each   of   the   next   six   scheduled   trip   ar- 
rivals, per  month $  55.00 

(4)  For  each  additional  scheduled  trip  arrival,  per 
month $  27.50 

The  time  table  of  the  Lessee  in  effect  for  each  current  month 
shall  be  the  sole  basis  for  determining  the  number  of  such  scheduled 
trip  arrivals  during  such  month  and  no  account  shall  be  taken  of » 
schedule  changes  made  during  the  month,  the  actual  number  of  trip 
arrivals  or  aircraft  landings  occurring  during  the  month,  flight  can- 
cellations, extra  sections  flown  (not  regularly  operated  as  sections 
of  regular  schedules),  courtesy,  test,  inspection  or  non-revenue  flights. 
The  number  of  trips  shown  on  the  face  of  the  time  table  as  scheduled  1  - 
to  arrive  at  said  Airport  shall  be  the  number  of  trips  for  which  the 
monthly  payment  shall  be  made,  without  regard  to  the  number  of 
days  on  which  trips  are  scheduled  to  arrive,  provided,  however,  that 
any  schedule  regularly  operated  by  Lessee  in  two  (2)  or  more  sec- 
tions shall  be  paid  for  by  Lessee  as  if  each  of  the  sections  regularly 
operated  were  a  separate  schedule. 


For  example:  If  on  the  face  of  the  time  table  in  effect  for  a 
particular  month,  only  two  trips  are  shown  as  scheduled  to  arrive  at 
said  Airport,  one  daily  and  one  daily  except  Sundays,  the  payment  to 
be  made  for  that  entire  month  would  be  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dol- 
lars for  each  of  the  two  said  scheduled  trip  arrivals,  or  a  total  of  Two 
Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars. 

The  foregoing  shall  be  applicable  to  all  scheduled  trip  arrivals 
on  which  air  craft  having  licensed  standard  gross  weights  of  30,000 
pounds  each,  or  less,  are  scheduled  to  be  operated.  With  respect  to 
any  scheduled  trip  arrival  on  which  aircraft  having  a  gross  weight  of 
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more  than  30,000  pounds  each  are  scheduled  by  the  Lessee  to  be  op- 
erated, the  monthly  fee  for  that  scheduled  trip  arrival  shall  be  in- 
creased by  One  ($1.00)  Dollar  for  each  1,000  pounds  of  such  excess 
weight  (500  pounds  or  any  larger  part  of  1,000  pounds  to  be  counted 
as  if  a  whole  1,000  pounds,  and  any  smaller  part  to  be  disregarded). 
The  excess  payment  is  to  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  one  aircraft. 

The  term  ''licensed  standard  gross  weight"  for  any  transport 
aircraft  as  used  herein  shall  be  the  standard  gross  weight  of  such 
air  craft  as  determined  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority. 

The  fees  provided  in  this  article  shall  become  due  and  shall  be 
payable  on  the  15th  day  of  the  month  next  succeeding  that  during 
which  such  fees  may  have  accrued. 

No  fees  or  rentals  provided  in  this  article  shall  be  considered 
past  due  in  any  event  until  ten  (10)  days  after  receipt  by  Lessee  of 
Lessor's  written  billing  therefor. 

It  is  understood  that,  except  for  the  rentals,  charges  and  fees 
set  forth  above,  there  shall  be  no  rentals,  fees,  licenses,  or  other 
charges,  or  excise  taxes,  and  no  tolls  payable  by  the  Lessee  to  the 
Lessor  for  the  use  of  any  of  the  premises,  facilities,  rights,  licenses 
and  privileges  granted  hereunder,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  sub- 
paragraph 10  of  paragraph  (A)  of  Article  I  and  in  Article  XII  of 
this  lease. 


ARTICLE  XXII— HEADINGS 

The  article  and  paragraph  headings  are  inserted  only  as  a  mat- 
ter of  convenience  and  for  reference,  and  in  no  way  define,  limit  or 
describe  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  lease. 


ARTICLE  XXIII— INVALID  PROVISION 

It  is  further  expressly  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between 
the  parties  hereto  that  in  the  event  any  covenant,  condition  or  pro- 
vision herein  contained  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  or  otherwise  appears  to  both  parties  to  be  invalid,  the 
invalidity  of  any  such  covenant,  conditions  or  provision  shall  in  no 
way  afreet  any  other  covenant,  condition  or  provision  herein  contained; 
provided,   however,   that  the   invalidity  of  any  such  covenant,  condi- 
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tion  or  provision  does  not  materially  prejudice  either  the  Lessor  or 
the  Lessee  in  their  respective  rights  and  obligations  contained  in  the 
valid  covenants,  conditions  or  provisions  of  this  lease.  This  Agree- 
ment shall  not  be  in  force  and  effect  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
executed  by  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  Lessee  and  has  been  ratified, 
confirmed  and  approved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 


ARTICLE  XXIV— PERSONAL  LIABILITY 


Nothing  herein  contained  shall  create  any  personal  liability 
against  the  Mayor  or  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and 
Sanitation  nor  against  any  officers  of  the  Lessee.

ern Air,  Inc.,  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  with  its  principal 
place  of  business  at  101  West  11th  Street,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,

as  Lessee,  wherein  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  demised  and 
leased  to  said  corporation  certain  premises  and  facilities,  rights, 
licenses  and  privileges,  and  in  connection  with  the  property  and 
improvement  of  Lessor,  known  as  the  Weir  Cook  Airport,  which 
are  more  particularly  described  and  set  out  in  said  lease;  and 
upon  the  terms,  conditions  and  provisions  provided  in  said  lease;

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  1944,  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Sanitation,  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  entered  into  a 
certain  lease  agreement  with  the  Transcontinental  and  Western 
Air,  Inc.,  which  said  lease  agreement  is  in  the  following  words 
and  figures,  to-wit: 


AGREEMENT 

This  Agreement  of  Lease  made  this  21st  day  of  March, 
1944,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  municipal  cor- 
poration of  Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana,  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  "Lessor"),  acting  by  and  through  its  Boards  of 
Public  Works  and  Sanitation,  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor, 
and 


TRANSCONTINENTAL  AND  WESTERN  AIR,  INC., 

a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Lessee"),  with  its  principal  place  of  business  at,  101  West  11th 
Street,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 


WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  the  Lessor  is  the  owner  and  operator  of  Weir  Cook 
Airport,  in  Marion  County,  Indiana;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Lessee  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting 
persons,  property  and  mail  by  air,  and  Lessor  desires  to  lease  and 
grant,  and  Lessee  desires  to  hire  and  obtain,  certain  premises  and 
facilities  on  said  Airport,  together  with  certain  rights,  licenses  and 
privileges  thereon; 


NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  parties  hereto,  for  and  in  consideration 
of  the  rents,  covenants  and  agreements  contained  herein,  agree  as 
follows: 


ARTICLE  I— PREMISES 


Lessor  does  hereby  demise  and  let  unto  Lessee,  and  Lessee  does 
hereby  hire  and  take  from  Lessor,  the  following  premises  and  facilities, 
rights,  licenses  and  privileges  on  and  in  connection  with  the  property 
and  improvements  of  Lessor  known  as  the  Weir  Cook  Airport,  as 
more  particularly  hereinafter  set  forth : 


(A)  Use  of  Airport.  The  use  (in  common  with  other 
duly  authorized  users)  of  said  Airport  and  appurtenances,  to- 
gether with  all  facilities,  improvements,  equipment  and  services 
which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  at  or  in  con- 
nection with  said  Airport  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  rules 
and  regulations  as  provided  in  Article  VIII  herein,  which  use 
shall  include: 


(1)  The  operation  of  a  transportation  system  by  aircraft 
for  the  carriage  of  persons,  property,  freight,  express  and  mail 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Air  Transportation"),  including  all 
activities   reasonably  necessary  to   such  operation. 


(2)  The  repairing,  maintaining,  conditioning,  servicing, 
parking  or  storage  of  aircraft  or  other  equipment  owned  or 
operated  by  Lessee;  provided,  however,  that  this  paragraph  shall 
not  be  construed  to  require  Lessor  to  make  available  hangar 
space. 
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(3)  The  training  at  the  Airport  of  personnel  actually  in 
the  employ  of  or  to  be  employed  by  Lessee,  and  the  testing  of 
aircraft  and  equipment  owned  or  operated  by  Lessee;  it  being 
understood  that  such  training  and  testing  shall  be  incident  to 
the  use  of  the  Airport  in  the  operation  by  Lessee  of  its  air 
transportation  system. 


(4)  The  right  from  time  to  time,  but  not  as  a  regular 
course  of  business,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  Lessee's  aircraft, 
engines,  accessories,  and  other  equipment  or  supplies,  gasoline, 
oil,  lubricants  or  other  fuel,  insofar  as  same  may  be  incidental 
to  Lessee's  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system,  but  not 
otherwise,  it  being  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  this 
sub-section  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  conduct 
of  a  separate  business  by  Lessee,  provided,  however,  that  Lessee 
shall  not  sell  or  dispose  of  gasoline  or  other  fuel  except  in 
emergencies  where  fuel  of  the  type  required  is  not  available 
from  the  fuel  concessionaire  at  the  airport. 


(5)  The  servicing  by  Lessee  or  by  its  suppliers,  of  air- 
craft or  other  equipment  owner  or  operated  by  Lessee  by  truck 
or  otherwise,  with  gasoline,  oil,  greases  and  any  other  fuel  or 
other  supplies  required  by  Lessee. 


(6)     The    landing,    taking    off,    parking,    loading    and    un- 
loading  of  aircraft  or   other   equipment  owned  or  operated  by 

Lessee. 


(7)  The  right  to  load  and  unload  persons,  property, 
freight  and  express  and  mail  at  said  Airport  by  such  motor 
vehicles  or  other  means  of  conveyance  as  Lessee  may  desire 
or  require  in  the  operation  of  its  air  transportation  system, 
with  the  right  to  designate  the  particular  carrier,  or  carriers, 
who  shall  or  may  transport  Lessee's  passengers  and  cargo  to 
and  from  the  Airport. 


(8)  The  right  to  install  and  operate  a  reasonable  number 
of  identifying  signs  on  the  leased  premises,  the  general  type, 
design  and  location  of  such  signs  to  be  subject  to  the  written 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation. 
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(9)  The  right  to  install,  maintain  and  operate,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Lessee,  such  radio,  communications,  meteorological 
and  aerial  navigation  equipment  and  facilities  in,  on  and  about 
the  premises  herein  leased  at  said  Airport  as  may  be  necessary 
or  convenient,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Lessee,  for  its  operations; 
provided,  that  the  location  of  such  equipment  and  facilities  as 
might  interfere  with  full  and  proper  use  of  the  Airport  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and 
Sanitation. 


(10)  In  the  event  that  Lessor  shall  provide,  at  the  writ- 
ten request  of  Lessee,  additional  airport  facilities  of  a  type  or 
types  not  now  provided  or  operated  by  Lessor  at  said  Airport, 
Lessee  agrees  to  pay  a  fair  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of 
operation  and  maintenance  of  such  facilities,  such  share  to  be 
determined  by  agreement  of  the  parties  prior  to  installation  of 
such  facilities. 


(B)  Space  in  Administration  Building.  The  exclusive  use 
of  about  eight  hundred  thirty-two  (832)  square  feet  of  space  in 
the  Administration  Building,  as  the  same  is  more  particularly 
set  forth  and  shown  on  the  floor  plan  attached  hereto  as  a  part 
of  Exhibit  A,  for  use  of  Lessee  in  connection  with  or  incidental 
to  its  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system,  such  use  to 
include  the  sale  of  tickets,  accident  insurance,  manifesting  of 
passengers  and  cargo,  handling  of  mail,  baggage  and  cargo, 
and  the  operation  of  a  general  traffic,  operations,  meteorological 
and  communications  office. 


(C)     Public    Space   in   Administration   Building.     The  use 

by  Lessee,  its  employees,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  in- 
vitees, in  common,  however,  with  others,  of  all  public  spaces  in 
said  Administration  Building,  as  shown  on  Exhibit  A,  and  all 
additional  public  space  which  may  hereafter  be  made  available 
in  said  Administration  Building  or  any  additions  thereto,  includ- 
ing its  lobby,  waiting  room,  hallways,  rest  rooms,  room  for 
flight    personnel    and    other   public    and    passenger   conveniences. 


(D)     Parking  Space.    The  use  by  Lessee  and  its  employees, 
in  common  only  with  other  air  transport  operators  who  may  be 
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lessees  of  space  at  the  Airport  and  their  employees,  of  an  ade- 
quate vehicular  parking  space,  to  be  designated  by  Lessor,  lo- 
cated as  near  as  possible  to  the  Administration  Building,  with- 
out charge  to  Lessee  or  its  employees.  The  use  by  Lessee  and 
its  passengers  (including  persons  calling  for  and  delivering 
passengers),  in  common  only  with  the  other  air  transport  op- 
erators who  may  be  lessees  of  space  at  the  Airport  and  their 
passengers,  of  an  adequate  parking'  space  located  as  near  as 
possible  to  said  Administration  Building,  without  charge  of 
Lessee  or  to  said  passengers. 


Provided,  however,  that  such  parking  space  shall  be  limited 
to  the  extent  of  grounds  and  space  available  to  Lessor  for  such 
purposes;  and,  provided,  further,  that  Lessor  shall  not  be  re- 
quired, except  in  its  own  discretion,  to  furnish  parking  police 
or  attendants  or  other  police  protection  for  such  parking  spaces. 

(E)  Right  of  Access,  Ingress  and  Egress.  The  full  and 
unrestricted  access  and  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  premises 
at  the  Airport,  herein  leased  and  licensed,  for  Lessee,  its  em- 
ployees, passengers,  guests,  patrons,  invitees,  suppliers  of  ma- 
terials and  furnishers  of  service,  its  or  their  aircraft,  equipment, 
vehicles,  machinery  and  other  property,  without  charge  to 
Lessee,  or  to  said  persons  or  property. 


ARTICLE  II— TERM 

Lessee  shall  have  and  hold  said  premises,  facilities,  rights, 
licenses  and  privileges  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (A)  to  (E),  inclusive, 
of  Article  I,  for  a  term  of  ten  (10)  years,  commencing  on  the  1st  day 
of  April,  1944,  and  terminating  at  the  end  of  the  31st  day  of  March, 
1954,  unless  sooner  terminated  as  hereinafter  provided. 


ARTICLE  III— RIGHT  TO  LEASE  PROPERTY 

Lessor  represents  that  it  has  the  right  to  lease  said  property, 
together  with  all  the  facilities,  rights,  licenses  and  privileges  herein 
granted,  and  has  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into  this  lease 
in  respect  thereof. 
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ARTICLE  IV— CHARGES,  FEES  OR  TAXES 


Lessor  agrees  that  no  charges,  fees,  licenses,  excise  or  operat- 
ing taxes,  or  tolls,  other  than  herein  expressly  provided,  shall  be 
charged  or  collected  by  it  from  Lessee  or  any  other  persons,  includ- 
ing suppliers  of  materials  or  furnishers  of  services,  for  the  privilege 
of  transporting,  loading,  unloading,  or  handling  persons,  property  or 
mail  to,  from,  into  or  on  said  Airport  in  connection  with  Lessee's 
business. 


ARTICLE  V— RIGHT  TO  PURCHASE  SUPPLIES 
AND  MATERIALS 


Lessee  shall  have  the  full  right  of  purchasing  at  said  Airport 
or  elsewhere,  its  requirements  of  gasoline,  fuel,  lubricating  oil,  grease, 
food  and  other  passenger  supplies,  and  any  other  materials  and  sup- 
plies from  any  person  or  company  of  its  choice,  and  no  charges,  fees, 
taxes,  or  tolls  of  any  kind,  except  as  herein  expressly  set  forth,  shall 
be  charged  by  Lessor,  directly  or  indirectly,  against  Lessee  or  its 
suppliers  for  the  privilege  of  using,  storing,  withdrawing,  handling, 
consuming  or  transporting  the  same  to,  from  or  on  said  Airport. 


ARTICLE  VI— LESSEE'S  STORAGE  FACILITIES 


Lessee  may  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  erect,  install,  and  main- 
tain on  said  Airport  such  adequate  storage  facilities,  excluding 
hangars,  shops  and  freight  sheds  as  it  may  determine  to  be  necessary 
for  use  in  connection  with  its  air  transportation  operations  for  gaso- 
line, oil,  greases,  and  any  other  fuel,  and  for  other  supplies  and  equip- 
ment, at  convenient  locations,  whether  underground  or  on  the  surface, 
as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  and  between  Lessor  and  Lessee, 
together  with  the  necessary  pipes,  pumps,  motors,  filters,  racks, 
housing  and  other  appurtenances  incidental  to  the  use  thereof.  No 
restrictions  shall  be  placed  upon  the  Lessee  as  to  the  architects, 
builders  or  contractors  who  shall  be  employed  by  it  in  connection  with 
the  erection  of  any  such  storage  facility.

Any  such  storage  facility  erected  or  installed  by  the  Lessee 
pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  not  become  a  part  of  the  land  on,  or 
in,  which  it  is  erected,  but  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  VII— MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION  OF  AIRPORT 

Lessor  agrees  to  maintain  and  operate  said  Airport  so  as  to 
entitle  it  to  an  approved  rating  by  the  C.A.A.,  equivalent  to  or  higher 
than  the  one  which  it  now  holds,  in  respect  to  all  operations  of  Lessee 
now  or  hereafter  approved  by  said  C.A.A. 

It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  the  Lessor  will  keep 
the  public  space  in  the  Administration  Building  in  good  repair  and 
will  provide  and  supply  water  and  heat  (such  heating  during  cold 
weather  to  be  sufficient  to  keep  the  building  at  a  reasonable  tempera- 
ture) for  the  entire  building.  The  Lessor  will  also  provide  adequate 
electric  light  for  the  public  space  in  the  said  building,  but  the  Lessee 
will  pay  for  its  own  electric  bulbs  or  additional  fixtures  in  the  ex- 
clusive office  space  occupied  by  Lessee.  The  Lessor  will  furnish  jan- 
itors and  other  cleaners  necessary  to  keep  the  airport  and  th  public 
spaces  in  the  Administration  Building  clean,  neat,  orderly,  sanitary 
and  presentable,  together  with  such  personnel  as  may  be  necessary 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  Airport  and  Administration  Building  and 
the  appurtenances,  facilities  and  services  as  aforesaid  by  anyone  here- 
under entitled  to  use  the  same;  provided,  however,  that  Lessee  shall 
furnish  its  own  janitor  service  in  respect  to  the  office  space  exclusively 
occupied  by  it,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  pay  for  any  electric  cur- 
rent used  by  it  in  the  operation  of  its  equipment,  pumping  facilities, 
office  space,  and  all  other  electric  current  used  exclusively  by  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  VIII— RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Lessee  covenants  and  agrees  to  observe  and  obey  all  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  (not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  hereof) 
which  may  from  time  to  time  during  the  term  hereof  be  promulgated 
by  Lessor,  or  any  of  its  agencies,  for  operation  of  said  Airport. 


ARTICLE   IX— DAMAGE   OR   DESTRUCTION   OF 
ADMINISTRATION   BUILDING 

If  any  property  part  or  all  of  which  is  leased  to  Lessee,  shall 
be    partially    damaged    by    fire    or   other   casualty,    but   not   rendered 
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untenantable,  the  same  shall  be  repaired  with  due  diligence  by  the 
Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense;  if  the  damage  shall  be  so  ex- 
tensive as  to  render  the  premises  untenantable,  but  capable  of  being 
repaired  in  sixty  (60)  days,  the  same  shall  be  repaired  with  due 
diligence  by  the  Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  and  the  rent 
payable  hereunder  shall  be  proportionately  paid  up  to  the  time  of 
such,  damage  and  shall  thenceforth  cease  until  such  time  as  the 
premises  shall  be  in  order;  and  in  case  such  property  is  completely 
destroyed  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  or  so  damaged  as  to  remain  un- 
tenantable for  more  than  sixty  (60)  days,  at  the  option  of  the  Lessee 
either;  (1)  said  premises  shall  be  repaired  or  reconstructed  with  due 
diligence  by  the  Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  and  the  rent  pay- 
able therefore  shall  be  proportionately  paid  up  to  the  time  of  such 
damage  or  destruction  and  shall  thenceforth  cease  until  such  time 
as  the  premises  shall  be  put  in  order;  provided,  however,  that  the 
rent  provided  herein  shall  continue  and  be  paid  by  Lessee  on  any 
usable  portion  of  said  property,  covered  by  this  lease,  which  has  not 
been  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty  and  the  rent  on  such  portion 
of  said  property  to  be  proportionately  paid;  or  (2)  within  ninety  (90) 
days  after  the  time  of  such  damage  or  destruction  and  before  the  said 
premises  shall  be  put  in  order  and  before  contract  for  repair  or  recon- 
struction thereof  has  been  signed,  the  Lessee  shall  give  the  Lessor 
notice  of  its  intention  to  cancel  this  lease,  or  the  portion  thereof  relat- 
ing to  such  property,  in  which  case  this  lease  in  its  entirety,  or  the 
portion  thereof  relating  to  such  property  shall  forthwith  cease  and 
determine;  provided,  however,  that  this  lease  shall  not  be  cancelled 
in  its  entirety  by  reason  of  damage  by  fire  or  other  casualty  unless 
the  property  covered  by  this  lease  shall  be  damaged  to  such  an  extent 
that  none  of  such  property  is  usable  by  Lessee,  but  may  be  cancelled 
in  part  upon  that  portion  of  said  property  which  has  been  so  damaged 
to  an  extent  which  renders  it  unusable  by  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  X— CANCELLATION  BY  LESSOR 

In  the  event  that  Lessee  shall  file  a  voluntary  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy or  that  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  shall  be  instituted  against 
it  and  the  Lessee  is  thereafter  adjudicated  bankrupt  pursuant  to  such 
proceedings,  or  that  the  court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of  Lessee  and 
its  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions  of 
any  Federal  reorganization  act,  or  that  a  receiver  of  Lessee's  assets 
shall  be  appointed,  or  that  Lessee  shall  be  divested  of,  or  be  pre- 
vented by  any  final  action  of  any  Federal  or  State  authority  from  con- 
ducting and  operating  its  transportation  system  for  the  carriage  of 
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persons,  property  and  mail  by  aircraft  at  the  Airport,  or  that  Lessee 
shall  fail  to  perform,  keep  and  observe  any  of  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  herein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  Lessee  to  be  per- 
formed, kept  or  observed,  the  Lessor  may  give  the  Lessee  notice  in 
writing  to  correct  such  condition  or  cure  such  default;  and,  if  any 
such  condition  or  default  shall  continue  for  sixty  (60)  days  after 
the  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  Lessee,  the  Lessor  may,  after  the 
lapse  of  said  sixty  (60)  day  period  and  prior  to  the  correction  of  or 
curing  of  such  condition  or  default,  terminate  this  lease  by  a  twenty 
(20)  day  written  notice;  and  the  term  hereby  demised  shall  there- 
upon cease  and  expire  at  the  end  of  such  twenty  (20)  days,  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  effect  as  if  it  were  the  expiration  of 
the  original  term. 

The  acceptance  of  rental  by  the  Lessor  for  any  period  or  periods 
after  a  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  herein 
contained  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed  by  Lessee,  shall  not  be 
deemed  a  waiver  of  any  right  on  the  part  of  the  Lessor  to  cancel 
this  lease  for  such  default. 

No  waiver  of  default  by  Lessor  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants 
or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed  by  Lessee 
shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent  default 
of  any  of  the  terms  covenants  and  conditions  herein  contained  to  be 
performed,  kept  and  observed  by  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XI— CANCELLATION  BY  LESSEE 

Lessee,  in  addition  to  any  right  of  cancellation  or  any  other 
rights  herein  given  to  Lessee,  may  cancel  this  lease  in  its  entirety 
and  terminate  all  or  any  of  its  obligations  hereunder  at  any  time, 
by  thirty  (30)  days'  written  notice,  upon  or  after  the  happening  of 
any  one  of  the  following  events : 

(A)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Authority  to  continue  the  right  of  Lessee  to  operate  into  and 
from  said  Airport. 

(B)  The  termination  of  Lessee's  obligation  or  right  (im- 
posed by  contract  or  otherwise)  to  the  Federal  Government  for 
the  carriage  of  Uniteol  States  air  mail  to,  from  or  through  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana. 
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(C)  The  failure  or  refusal  by  the  Post  Office  Department, 
or  any  other  competent  governmental  authority,  to  designate 
the  said  Airport  as  the  terminal  poiml.for  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
for  the  receiving  and  dispatching  of  ^Jnited  States  air  mail;  or 
the  withdrawal  of  such  designation  by  such  governmental 
agencies. 

(D)  Issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  an 
injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or  restraining  the  use  of  said 
Airport  or  any  part  thereof  for  airport  purposes,  and  the  re- 
maining in  force  of  such  injunction  for  a  period  of  at  least 
ninety  (90)  days. 

(E)  The  breach  by  Lessor  of  any  of  the  covenants  and 
agreements  herein  contained  and  the  failure  of  Lessor  to  remedy 
such  breach  for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  days  after  receipt  of 
written  notice  of  the  existence  of  such  breach. 

(P)  The  inability  of  Lessee  to  use  said  premises  and 
facilities  continuing  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  (60)  days, 
whether  due  to  any  law  or  order,  rule  or  regulation  of  any  ap- 
propriate governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
operations  of  Lessee,  or  due  to  war,  sabotage,  earthquake,  or 
other  casualty  which  is  not  a  result  of  the  negligent  acts  or 
negligent  omissions  of  Lessee  or  its  employees. 

(G)  Any  action  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  refus- 
ing to  permit  Lessee  to  operate  into,  from  or  through  said  Air- 
port such  aircraft  as  Lessee  may  reasonably  desire  to  operate, 
provided  all  such  aircraft  have  been  approved  by  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Authority. 

No  Waiver  of  Default  by  Lessee  of  any  of  the  terms,  cove- 
nants or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed 
by  Lessor  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  by  Lessee 
of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  and 
conditions  herein  contained  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed 
by  Lessor. 


ARTICLE   XII— OPTION  TO  LEASE  ADDITIONAL  SPACE 

The  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  and  option  at  any  time,  and 
from  time  to  time  during  the  term  hereof,  to  lease  any  additional 
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space  at  the  Airport  not  necessary  to  Lessor's  operation  of  the  Air- 
port and  at  the  time  not  leased  to  others,  whether  such  space  is 
adjacent  to  the  space  leased  hereunder  or  otherwise,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  at  such  time  by  Lessor  and 
Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XIII— COVENANT  NOT  TO  GRANT  MORE 
FAVORABLE  TERMS 

Lessor  covenants  and  agrees  not  to  enter  into  any  lease,  con- 
tract or  agreement  with  any  other  scheduled  air  transport  operator, 
with  respect  to  the  Airport,  containing  more  favorable  terms  than 
this  lease  or  to  grant  any  other  scheduled  air  transport  operator, 
rights,  privileges  or  concessions  with  respect  to  the  said  Airport 
which  are  not  accorded  to  the  Lessee  hereunder,  unless  the  same 
terms,  rights,  privileges  and  concessions  are  concurrently  made  avail- 
able to  the  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XIV— QUIET  ENJOYMENT 

Lessor  agrees  that,  on  payment  of  the  rent  and  performance 
of  the  covenants  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the  Lessee  to  be  per- 
formed hereunder,  Lessee  shall  peaceably  have  and  enjoy  the  leased 
premises  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  said  Airport,  its  appur- 
tenances and  facilities,  as  provided  in  this  lease. 


ARTICLE  XV— SURRENDER  OF  POSSESSION 

Lessee  agrees  to  yield  and  deliver  to  Lessor  possession  of  the 
premises  exclusively  leased  herein  at  the  termination  of  this  lease, 
by  expiration  or  otherwise,  or  of  any  renewal  or  extension  hereof, 
in  good  condition  in  accordance  with  its  express  obligations  here- 
under, except  for  reasonable  wear  and  tear,  fire  or  other  casualty. 
Lessee  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  during  said  term,  or  any 
renewal  or  extension  thereof,  or  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  such 
termination,  to  remove  all  fixtures  and  equipment  and  any  other 
personal  property  installed  or  placed  by  it  at  its  expense,  in,  on  or 
about  the  premises  herein  leased  without  restriction  whatsoever;  sub- 
ject, however,  to  any  valid  lien  which  Lessor  may  have  thereon  for 
unpaid  rents  or  fees,  provided,  that  Lessee  shall  tender  reasonable 
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compensation  to  owners  of  any  property  rightfully  on  the  premises 
which  may  be  substantially  injured  or  destroyed  by  such  removal; 
provided,  that  Lessee,  in  the  removal  of  any  such  property,  shall  not 
in  any  unreasonable  way  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the  Airport. 


ARTICLE  XVI— AIRPORT  RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Lessee,  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  will  not  be  in 
control  or  possession  of  said  Airport  (except  as  to  the  parts  thereof 
leased  exclusively  to  Lessee),  and  Lessee  does  not  assume  respon- 
sibility for  the  conduct  or  operation  of  the  said  Airport  or  for  the 
physical  or  other  conditions  of  the  same,  not  due  to  Lessee's  own 
negligent  acts  or  negligent  omissions. 


ARTICLE  XVII— INSURANCE 

Lessee  now  has  and  expects  to  maintain  throughout  the  life 
of  this  agreement  commercial  liability  insurance  or  self-insurance  in 
the  following  minimum  amounts:  $40,000.00  per  person;  $100,000.00 
per  accident;  $50,000.00  property. 


ARTICLE  XVIII— CIVIL  AERONAUTICS  AUTHORITY 

Whenever  the  term  "Civil  Aeronautics  Authority",  (C.A.A.)  is 
used  in  this  lease,  it  shall  be  construed  as  referring  to  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority  created  by  the  Federal  Government  under  the 
Civil  Areonautics  Act  of  1938,  or  to  such  other  agency  or  agencies 
of  the  Federal  Government  having  from  time  to  time  similar  juris- 
diction over  the  Lessee  or  its  business. 


ARTICLE    XIX— ASSIGNMENT    OF    LEASE 

Lessee  shall  not  at  any  time  assign  this  lease  or  any  part 
thereof,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  Lessor;  provided,  however, 
that  Lessee  may  assign  this  lease  upon  written  notice  to  Lessor 
without  such  consent  to  any  corporation  with  which  Lessee  may 
merge  or  consolidate  or  which  may  succeed  to  the  business  assets 
or  any  substantial  part  thereof  of  the  Lessee. 
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ARTICLE  XX— NOTICES 

Notices  to  the  Lessor  provided  for  herein  shall  be  sufficient  if 
sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
with  copy  to  Superintendent  of  Airport,  and  notices  to  the  Lessee, 
if  sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Lessee, 
at,  101  West  11th  Street,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  or  to  such  other  respec- 
tive address  as  the  parties  may  designate  in  writing  from  time  to 
time. 


ARTICLE    XXI— RENTALS    AND   FEES 

For  832  square  feet  of  floor  space  used  exclusively  by  Lessee 
in  the  Administration  Building,  as  shown  on  the  floor  plan  attached 
hereto  as  a  part  of  Exhibit  "A",  and  for  such  other  exclusive  space 
as  Lessee  may  have  shown  on  Exhibit  "A",  Lessee  shall  pay  to  Lessor 
the  following  rental: 

Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  per  square  foot  per  annum  for 
floor  space  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Administration  Build- 
ing; 

One  Dollar  and  Fifty  Cents  ($1.50)  per  square  foot  per 
annum  for  floor  space  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Adminis- 
tration Building; 

Fifty  Cents  ($.50)  per  square  foot  per  annum  for 
storeroom  space,  wherever  located,  and  for  shop  space,  as 
outlined  in  red  on  Exhibit  "A". 

From  and  after  the  date  hereof,  and  for  and  during  the  first 
five  (5)  years  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  viz:  from  April  1,  1944,  to 
March  31,  1949,  Lessee  shall  pay  to  Lessor  a  fee  each  calendar  month 
with  respect  to  each  of  Lessee's  scheduled  trip  arrivals  at  said  Air- 
port, as  follows: 

(1)  For  each  of  the  first  two   scheduled  trip   ar- 
rivals, per  month $100.00 

(2)  For  each  of  the  next  two  scheduled  trip  ar- 
rivals, per  month  $  75.00 
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(3)  For   each   of  the  next  six   scheduled  trip   ar- 
rivals, per  month  $  50.00 

(4)  For    each    additional    scheduled    trip    arrival, 

per  month  $  25.00 

From  April  1,  1949,  to  the  day  of  termination  of  this  lease, 
Lessee  shall  pay  to  Lessor  a  fee  each  calendar  month  with  respect  to 
each  of  Lessee's  scheduled  trip  arrivals  at  said  airport  as  follows: 

(1)  For  each  of  the  first  two   scheduled  trip   ar- 
rivals,  per  month   $110.00 

(2)  For  each  of  the  next  two   scheduled  trip  ar- 
rivals, per  month  $  82.50 

(3)  For  each  of  the  next   six   scheduled  trip   ar- 
rivals,  per   month   $  55.00 

(4)  For    each    additional    scheduled    trip    arrival, 

per  month   $  27.50 

The  time  table  of  the  Lessee  in  effect  for  each  current  month 
shall  be  the  sole  basis  for  determining  the  number  of  such  scheduled 
trip  arrivals  during  such  month  and  no  account  shall  be  taken  of 
schedule  changes  made  during  the  month,  the  actual  number  of  trip 
arrivals  or  aircraft  landings  occurring  during  the  month,  flight  can- 
cellations, extra  sections  flown  (not  regularly  operated  as  sections 
of  regular  schedules),  courtesy,  test,  inspection  or  non- revenue  flights. 
The  number  of  trips  shown  on  the  face  of  the  time  table  as  scheduled 
to  arrive  at  said  Airport  shall  be  the  number  of  trips  for  which 
the  monthly  payment  shall  be  made,  without  regard  to  the  number 
of  days  on  which  trips  are  scheduled  to  arrive,  provided,  however, 
that  any  schedule  regularly  operated  by  Lessee  in  two  (2)  or  more 
sections  shall  be  paid  for  by  Lessee  as  if  each  of  the  sections  regu- 
larly operated  were  a  separate  schedule. 

For  example:  If  on  the  face  of  the  time  table  in  effect  for  a 
particular  month,  only  two  trips  are  shown  as  scheduled  to  arrive 
at  said  Airport  (one  daily  and  one  daily  except  Sundays,  the  payment 
to  be  made  for  that  entire  month  would  be  One  Hundred  ($100.00) 
Dollars  for  each  of  the  two  said  scheduled  trip  arrivals,  or  a  total 
of  Two  Hundred    ($200.00)   Dollars. 
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The  foregoing  shall  be  applicable  to  all  scheduled  trip  arrivals 
on  which  aircraft  having  licensed  standard  gross  weights  of  30,000 
pounds  each,  or  less  (are  scheduled  to  be  operated.  With  respect 
to  any  scheduled  trip  arrival  on  which  aircraft  having  a  gross  weight 
of  more  than  30,000  pounds  each  are  scheduled  by  the  Lessee  to  be 
operated,  the  monthly  fee  for  that  scheduled  trip  arrival  shall  be 
increased  by  One  ($1.00)  Dollar  for  each  1,000  pounds  of  such  excess 
weight  (500  pounds  or  any  larger  part  of  1,000  pounds  to  be  counted 
as  if  a  whole  1,000  pounds,  and  any  smaller  part  to  be  disregarded). 
The  excess  payment  is  to  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  one  aircraft. 

The  term  "licensed  standard  gross  weight"  for  any  transport 
aircraft  as  used  herein  shall  be  the  standard  gross  weight  of  such 
aircraft  as  determined  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority. 

The  fees  provided  in  this  article  shall  become  due  and  shall  be 
payable  on  the  15th  day  of  the  month  next  succeeding  that  during 
which  such  fees  may  have  accrued. 

No  fees  or  rentals  provided  in  this  article  shall  be  considered 
past  due  in  any  event  until  ten  (10)  days  after  receipt  by  Lessee  of 
Lessor's  written  billing  therefor. 

It  is  understood  that,  except  for  the  rentals,  charges  and  fees 
set  forth  above,  there  shall  be  no  rentals,  fees,  licenses,  or  other 
charges,  or  excise  taxes,  and  no  tolls  payable  by  the  Lessee  to  the 
Lessor  for  the  use  of  any  of  the  premises,  facilities,  rights,  licenses 
and  privileges  granted  hereunder,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
subparagraph  10  of  paragraph  (A)  of  Article  I  and  in  Article  XII 
of  this  lease. 


ARTICLE    XXII— HEADINGS 

The  article  and  paragraph  headings  are  inserted  only  as  a  mat- 
ter of  convenience  and  for  reference,  and  in  no  way  define,  limit  or 
describe  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  lease. 


ARTICLE  XXIII— INVALID  PROVISION 

It  is  further  expressly  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between 
the  parties  herto  that  in  the  event  any  covenant,  condition  or  pro- 
vision herein  contained  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
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jurisdiction,  or  otherwise  appears  to  both  parties  to  be  invalid,  the 
invalidity  of  any  such  covenant,  conditions  or  provisions  shall  in  no 
way  affect  any  other  covenant,  condition  or  provision  herein  con- 
tained; provided,  however,  that  the  invalidity  of  any  such  covenant, 
condition  or  provision  does  not  materially  prejudice  either  the  Lessor 
or  the  Lessee  in  their  respective  rights  and  obligations  contained  in 
the  valid  covenants,  conditions  or  provisions  of  this  lease.  This 
Agreement  shall  not  be  in  force  and  effect  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  executed  by  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  Lessee  and  has  been 
ratified,  confirmed  and  approved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis. 


ARTICLE    XXIV— PERSONAL    LIABILITY 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  create  any  personal  liability 
against  the  Mayor  or  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and 
Sanitation  nor  against  any  officers  of  the  Lessee.

for  its  action  thereon;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 


BE   IT   ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  the  foregoing  lease  agreement  made  and  en- 
tered into  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  1944,  by  and  between  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sani- 
tation and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  the  Transcontinental  and 
Western  Air,  Inc.,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  mentioned  in 
said  lease  agreement,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  in  all  things  ratified, 
confirmed  and  approved  in  accordance  with  the  terms,  conditions  and 
provisions  thereof. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

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GENERAL  ORDINANCE   No.  29,   1944 

AN  ORDINANCE  ratifying,  confirming  and  approving  a  certain 
lease  agreement  made  and  entered  into  on  the  21st  day  of 
March,  1944,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  acting 
by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation,  with 
the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  as  Lessor,  and  Eastern  Air  Lines, 
Inc.,  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  with  its  principal  place 
of  business  at  10  Rockefeller  Plaza,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  as 
Lessee,  wherein  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  demised  and  leased 
to  said  corporation  certain  premises  and  facilities,  rights, 
licenses  and  privileges,  on  and  in  connection  with  the  property 
and  improvement  of  Lessor,  known  as  the  Weir  Cook  Airport, 
which  are  more  particularly  described  and  set  out  in  said  lease; 
and  upon  the  terms,  conditions  and  provisions  provided  in  said 
lease;  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  21st  day  of  March,  1944,  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Sanitation,  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  entered  into 
a  certain  lease  agreement  with  the  Eastern  Air  Lines,  Inc., 
which  said  lease  agreement  is  in  the  following  words  and 
figures,  to-wit: 


AGREEMENT 

This  Agreement  of  Lease  made  this  21st  day  of  March,  1944, 
by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  municipal  corporation 
of  Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana,  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Lessor"),  acting  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works  and 
Sanitation,  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  and 


EASTERN  AIR  LINES,  INC., 

a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Lessee"), 
with  its  principal  place  of  business  at  10  Rockefeller  Plaza,  New 
York,  N.  Y. 
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WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  the  Lessor  is  the  owner  and  operator  of  Weir  Cook 
Airport,  in  Marion  County,  Indiana;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Lessee  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting 
persons,  property  and  mail  by  air,  and  Lessor  desires  to  lease  and 
grant,  and  Lessee  desires  to  hire  and  obtain,  certain  premises  and 
facilities  on  said  Airport,  together  with  certain  rights,  licenses  and 
privileges  thereon; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  parties  hereto,  for  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  rents,  covenants  and  agreements  contained  herein,  agree 
as  follows: 


ARTICLE  I— PREMISES 

Lessor  does  hereby  demise  and  let  unto  Lessee,  and  Lessee  does 
hereby  hire  and  take  from  Lessor,  the  following  premises  and  facili- 
ties, rights,  licenses  and  privileges  on  and  in  connection  with  the 
property  and  improvements  of  Lessor  known  as  the  Weir  Cook  Air- 
port, as  more  particularly  hereinafter  set  forth: 

(A)  Use  of  Airport.  The  use  (in  common  with  other 
duly  authorized  users)  of  said  Airport  and  appurtenances,  to- 
gether with  all  facilities,  improvements,  equipment  and  services 
which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  at  or  in  connec- 
tion with  said  Airport  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  rules  and 
regulations  as  provided  in  Article  VIII  herein,  which  use  shall 
include : 

(1)  The  operation  of  a  transportation  system  by  aircraft 
for  the  carriage  of  persons,  property,  freight,  express  and  mail 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "air  transportation"),  including  all 
activities  reasonably  necessary  to  such  operation. 

(2)  The  repairing,  maintaining,  conditioning,  servicing, 
parking  or  storage  of  aircraft  or  other  equipment  owned  or 
operated  by  Lessee;  provided,  however,  that  this  paragraph 
shall  not  be  construed  to  require  Lessor  to  make  available 
hangar  space. 
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(3)  The  training  at  the  Airport  of  personnel  actually 
in  the  employ  of  or  to  be  employed  by  Lessee,  and  the  testing 
of  aircraft  and  equipment  owned  or  operated  by  Lessee;  it  being 
understood  that  such  training  and  testing  shall  be  incident  to 
the  use  of  the  Airport  in  the  operation  by  Lessee  of  its  air 
transportation  system. 

(4)  The  right  from  time  to  time,  but  not  as  a  regular 
course  of  business,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  Lessee's  aircraft,  en- 
gines, accessories,  and  other  equipment  or  supplies,  gasoline, 
oil,  lubricants  or  other  fuel,  insofar  as  same  may  be  incidental 
to  Lessee's  operation  of  an  air  transportation  system,  but  not 
otherwise,  it  being  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  this 
sub-section  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  conduct 
of  a  separate  business  by  Lessee,  provided,  however,  that  Lessee 
shall  not  sell  or  dispose  of  gasoline  or  other  fuel  except  in 
emergencies  where  fuel  of  the  type  required  is  not  available 
from  the  fuel  concessionaire  at  the  airport. 

(5)  The  servicing  by  Lessee,  or  by  its  suppliers,  of  air- 
craft or  other  equipment  owned  or  operated  by  Lessee  by  truck 
or  otherwise,  with  gasoline,  oil,  greases  and  any  other  fuel  or 
other  supplies  required  by  Lessee. 

(6)  The  landing,  taking  off,  parking,  loading  and  unload- 
ing of  aircraft  or  other  equipment  owned  or  operated  by  Lessee. 

(7)  The  right  to  load  and  unload  persons,  property, 
freight  and  express  and  mail  at  said  Airport  by  such  motor 
vehicles  or  other  means  of  conveyance  as  Lessee  may  desire 
or  require  in  the  operation  of  its  air  transportation  system, 
with  the  right  to  designate  the  particular  carrier,  or  carriers, 
who  shall  or  may  transport  Lessee's  passengers  and  cargo  to 
and  from  the  Airport. 

(8)  The  right  to  install  and  operate  a  reasonable  number 
of  identifying  signs  on  the  leased  premises,  the  general  type, 
design  and  location  of  such  signs  to  be  subject  to  the  written 
approval   of  the   Board  of  Public  Works  and   Sanitation. 

(9)  The  right  to  install,  maintain  and  operate,  at  the 
expense  of  the  Lessee,  such  radio,  communications,  meteoro- 
logical and  aerial  navigation  equipment  and  facilities  in,  on  and 
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about  the  premises  herein  leased  at  said  Airport  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Lessee,  for  its 
operations;  provided,  that  the  location  of  such  equipment  and 
facilities  as  might  interfere  with  full  and  proper  use  of  the 
Airport  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of-  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation. 

(10)  In  the  event  that  Lessor  shall  provide,  at  the  written 
request  of  Lessee,  additional  airport  facilities  of  a  type  or  types 
not  now  provided  or  operated  by  Lessor  at  said  Airport,  Lessee 
agrees  to  pay  a  fair  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  of  such  facilities,  such  share  to  be  deter- 
mined by  agreement  of  the  parties  prior  to  installation  of 
such  facilities. 

(B)  Space  in  Administration  Building.  The  exclusive  use 
of  about  569  square  feet  of  space  in  the  Administration  Build- 
ing, as  the  same  is  more  particularly  set  forth  and  shown  on  the 
floor  plan  attached  hereto  as  a  part  of.  Exhibit  A,  for  use  of 
Lessee  in  connection  with  or  incidental  to  its  operation  of  an 
air  transportation  system,  such  use  to  include  the  sale  of  tickets, 
accident  insurance,  manifesting  of  passengers  and  cargo,  han- 
dling of  mail,  baggage  and  cargo,  and  the  operation  of  a  general 
traffic,    operations,    meteorological    and    communications    office. 

(C)  Public    Space   in   Administration    Building.     The   use 

by  Lessee,  its  employees,  passengers,  guests,  patrons  and  in- 
vitees, in  common,  however,  with  others,  of  all  public  spaces  in 
said  Administration  Building,  and  all  additional  public  space 
which  may  hereafter  be  made  available  in  said  Administration 
Building  or  any  additions  thereto,  including  its  lobby,  waiting 
room,  hallways,  rest  rooms,  room  for  flight  personnel  and  other 
public  and  passenger  conveniences. 

(D)  Parking  Space.  The  use  by  Lessee  and  its  employees, 
in  common  only  with  other  air  transport  operators  who  may  be 
lessees  of  space  at  the  Airport  and  their  employees,  of  an  ade- 
quate vehicular  parking  space,  to  be  designated  by  Lessor, 
located  as  near  as  possible  to  the  Administration  Building,  with- 
out charge  to  Lessee  or  its  employees.  The  use  by  Lessee  and 
its  passengers  (including  persons  calling  for  and  delivering 
passengers),  in  common  only  with  the  other  air  transport  opera- 
tors who  may  be  lessees  of  space  at  the  Airport  and  their  passen- 
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gers,  of  an  adequate  parking  space  located  as  near  as  possible  to 
said  Administration  Building,  without  charge  to  Lessee  or  to 
said  passengers. 

Provided,  however,  that  such  parking  space  shall  be  limited 
to  the  extent  of  grounds  and  space  available  to  Lessor  for  such 
purposes;  and,  provided,  further,  that  Lessor  shall  not  be  re- 
quired, except  in  its  own  discretion,  to  furnish  parking  police 
or  attendants  or  other  police  protection  for  such  parking  spaces. 

(E)  Right  of  Access,  Ingress  and  Egress.  The  full  and 
unrestricted  access  and  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  premises 
at  the  Airport,  herein  leased  and  licensed,  for  Lessee,  its  em- 
ployees, passengers,  guests,  patrons,  invitees,  suppliers  of  mate- 
rials and  furnishers  of  service,  its  or  their  aircraft,  equipment, 
vehicles,  machinery  and  other  property,  without  charge  to 
Lessee,  or  to  said  persons  or  property. 


ARTICLE  II— TERM 

Lessee  shall  have  and  hold  said  premises,  facilities,  rights, 
licenses  and  privileges  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (A)  to  (E),  inclusive, 
of  Article  I,  for  a  term  of  ten  (10)  years,  commencing  on  the  1st 
day  of  April,  1944,  and  terminating  at  the  end  of  the  31st  day  of 
March,  1954,  unless  sooner  terminated  as  hereinafter  provided. 


ARTICLE  III— RIGHT  TO  LEASE  PROPERTY 

Lessor  represents  that  it  has  the  right  to  lease  said  property, 
together  with  all  the  facilities,  rights,  licenses  and  privileges  herein 
granted,  and  has  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into  this  lease 
in  respect  thereof. 


ARTICLE  IV— CHARGES,  FEES  OR  TAXES 

Lessor  agrees  that  no  charges,  fees,  licenses,  excise  or  oper- 
ating taxes,  or  tolls,  other  than  herein  expressly  provided,  shall  be 
charged  or  collected  by  it  from  Lessee  or  any  other  persons,  including 
suppliers  of  materials  or  furnishers  of  services,  for  the  privilege  of 
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transporting,  loading,  unloading,  or  handling  persons,  property  or 
mail  to,  from,  into  or  on  said  Airport  in  connection  with  Lessee's 
business. 


ARTICLE  V— RIGHT  TO  PURCHASE  SUPPLIES 
AND  MATERIALS 

Lessee  shall  have  the  full  right  of  purchasing  at  said  Airport 
or  elsewhere,  its  requirements  of  gasoline,  fuel,  lubricating  oil,  grease, 
food  and  other  passenger  supplies,  and  any  other  materials  and  sup- 
plies from  any  person  or  company  of  its  choice,  and  no  charges,  fees, 
taxes,  or  tolls  of  any  kind,  except  as  herein  expressly  set  forth,  shall 
be  charged  by  Lessor,  directly  or  indirectly,  against  Lessee  or  its 
suppliers  for  the  privilege  of  using,  storing,  withdrawing,  handling, 
consuming  or  transporting  the  same  to,  from  or  on  said  Airport. 


ARTICLE  VI— LESSEE'S  STORAGE  FACILITIES 

Lessee  may  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  erect,  install,  and 
maintain  on  said  Airport  such  adequate  storage  facilities,  excluding 
hangars,  shops  and  freight  sheds  as  it  may  determine  to  be  neces- 
sary for  use  in  connection  with  its  air  transportation  operations  for 
gasoline,  oil,  greases,  and  any  other  fuel,  and  for  other  supplies 
and  equipment,  at  convenient  locations,  whether  underground  or  on 
the  suface,  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  and  between  Lessor 
and  Lessee,  together  with  the  necessary  pipes,  pumps,  motors,  filters, 
racks,  housing  and  other  appurtenances  incidental  to  the  use  thereof. 
No  restrictions  shall  be  placed  upon  the  Lessee  as  to  the  architects, 
builders  or  contractors  who  shall  be  employed  by  it  in  connection 
with  the  erection  of  any  such  storage  facility. 

Any  such  storage  facility  erected  or  installed  by  the  Lessee 
pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  not  become  a  part  of  the  land  on,  or 
in,  which  it  is  erected,  but  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Lessee. 


ARTICLE   VII— MAINTENANCE   AND   OPERATION 
OF  AIRPORT 

Lessor  agrees   to  maintain  and  operate  said  Airport  so  as  to 
entitle  it  to   an   approved  rating  by  the  C.  A.  A.,  equivalent  to  or 
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higher  than  the  one  which  it  now  holds,  in  respect  to  all  operations 
of  Lessee  now  or  hereafter  approved  by  said  C.  A.  A. 

It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  the  Lessor  will 
keep  the  public  space  in  the  Administration  Building  in  good  repair 
and  will  provide  and  supply  water  and  heat  (such  heating  during 
cold  weather  to  be  sufficient  to  keep  the  building  at  a  reasonable 
temperature)  for  the  entire  building.  The  Lessor  will  also  provide 
adequate  electric  light  for  the  public  space  in  the  said  building,  but 
the  Lessee  will  pay  for  its  own  electric  bulbs  or  additional  fixtures 
in  the  exclusive  office  space  occupied  by  Lessee.  The  Lessor  will  fur- 
nish janitors  and  other  cleaners  necessary  to  keep  the  Airport  and 
the  public  spaces  in  the  Administration  Building  clean,  neat,  orderly, 
sanitary  and  presentable,  together  with  such  personnel  as  may  be 
necessary  to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  Airport  and  Administration 
Building  and  the  appurtenances,  facilities  and  services  as  aforesaid 
by  anyone  hereunder  entitled  to  use  the  same;  provided,  however,  that 
Lessee  shall  furnish  its  own  janitor  service  in  respect  to  the  office 
space  exclusively  occupied  by  it,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  pay  for 
any  electric  current  used  by  it  in  the  operation  of  its  equipment, 
pumping  facilities,  office  space,  and  all  other  electric  current  used  ex- 
clusively by  Lessee. 


ARTICLE   VIII— RULES   AND  REGULATIONS 

Lessee  covenants  and  agrees  to  observe  and  obey  all  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  (not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  hereof) 
which  may  from  time  to  time  during  the  term  hereof  be  promulgated 
by  Lessor,  or  any  of  its  agencies,  for  operation  of  said  Airport. 


ARTICLE  IX— DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION  OF 
ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING 

If  any  property,  part  or  all  of  which  is  leased  to  Lessee,  shall 
be  partially  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  but  not  rendered  un- 
tenantable, the  same  shall  be  repaired  with  due  diligence  by  the 
Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense;  if  the  damage  shall  be  so  ex- 
tensive as  to  render  the  premises  untenantable,  but  capable  of  being 
repaired  in  sixty  (60)  days,  the  same  shall  be  repaired  with  due 
diligence  by  the  Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  and  the  rent 
payable  hereunder  shall   be   proportionately  paid  up  to  the  time   of 
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such  damage  and  shall  thenceforth  cease  until  such  time  as  the 
premises  shall  be  in  order;  and  in  case  such  property  is  completely 
destroyed  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  or  so  damaged  as  to  remain 
untenantable  for  more  than  sixty  (60)  days,  at  the  option  of  the 
Lessee  either;  (1)  said  premises  shall  be  repaired  or  reconstructed 
with  due  diligence  by  the  Lessor  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  and 
the  rent  payable  therefor  shall  be  proportionately  paid  up  to  the  time 
of  such  damage  or  destruction  and  shall  thenceforth  cease  until  such 
time  as  the  premises  shall  be  put  in  order;  provided,  however,  that 
the  rent  provided  herein  shall  continue  and  be  paid  by  Lessee  on  any 
usable  portion  of  said  property,  covered  by  this  lease,  which  has  not 
been  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty  and  the  rent  on  such  portion 
of  said  property  to  be  proportionately  paid;  or  (2)  within  ninety  (90) 
days  after  the  time  of  such  damage  or  destruction  and  before  the  said 
premises  shall  be  put  in  order  and  before  contract  for  repair  or  recon- 
struction thereof  has  been  signed,  the  Lessee  shall  give  the  Lessor 
notice  of  its  intention  to  cancel  this  lease,  or  ithe  portion  thereof 
relating  to  such  property,  in  which  case  this  lease,  in  its  entirety,  or 
the  portion  thereof  relating  to  such  property  shall  forthwith  cease  and 
determine;  provided,  however,  that  this  lease  shall  not  be  cancelled 
in  its  entirety  by  reason  of  damage  by  fire  or  other  casualty  unless 
the  property  covered  by  this  lease  shall  be  damaged  to  such  an 
extent  that  none  of  such  property  is  usable  by  Lessee,  but  may  be 
cancelled  in  part  upon  that  portion  of  said  property  which  has  been 
so  damaged  to  an  extent  which  renders  it  unusable  by  Lessee. 


ARTICLE   X— CANCELLATION  BY  LESSOR 

In  the  event  that  Lessee  shall  file  a  voluntary  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy or  that  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  shall  be  instituted  against 
it  and  the  Lessee  is  thereafter  adjudicated  bankrupt  pursuant  to 
such  proceedings,  or  that  the  court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of  Lessee 
and  its  assets  pursuant  to  proceedings  brought  under  the  provisions 
of  any  Federal  reorganization  act,  or  that  a  receiver  of  Lessee's 
assets  shall  be  appointed,  or  that  Lessee  shall  be  divested  of,  or 
be  prevented  by  any  final  action  of  any  Federal  or  State  authority 
from  conducting  and  operating  its  transportation  system  for  the  car- 
riage of  persons,  property  and  mail  by  aircraft  at  the  Airport,  or  that 
Lessee  shall  fail  to  perform,  keep  and  observe  any  of  the  terms, 
covenants  and  conditions  herein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  Lessee 
to  be  performed,  kept  or  observed,  the  Lessor  may  give  the  Lessee 
notice  in  writing  to  correct  such  condition  or  cure  such  default;  and, 
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if  any  such  condition  or  default  shall  continue  for  sixty  (60)  days 
after  the  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  Lessee,  the  Lessor  may,  after 
the  lapse  of  said  sixty  (60)  day  period  and  prior  to  the  correction 
of  our  curing  of  such  condition  or  default,  terminate  this  lease  by  a 
twenty  (20)  day  written  notice;  and  the  term  hereby  demised  shall 
thereupon  cease  and  expire  at  the  end  of  such  twenty  (20)  days, 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  effect  as  if  it  were  the  expira- 
tion of  the  original  term. 


The  acceptance  of  rental  by  the  Lessor  for  any  period  or  periods 
after  a  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  herein 
contained  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed  by  Lessee,  shall  not 
be  deemed  a  waiver  of  any  right  on  the  part  of  the  Lessor  to  cancel 
this  lease  for  such  default. 


No  waiver  of  default  by  Lessor  of  any  of  the  terms,  cove- 
nants or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed  by 
Lessee  shall  be  constructed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  of  any  subsequent 
default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  herein  con- 
tained to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed  by  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XI— CANCELLATION  BY  LESSEE 

Lessee,  in  addition  to  any  right  of  cancellation  or  any  other 
rights  herein  given  to  Lessee,  may  cancel  this  lease  in  its  entirety 
and  terminate  all  or  any  of  its  obligations  hereunder  at  any  time, 
by  thirty  (30)  days'  written  notice,  upon  or  after  the  happening  of 
any  one  of  the  following  events: 


(A)  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Authority  to  continue  the  right  of  Lessee  to  operate  into  and 
from  said  Airport. 


(B)  The  termination  of  Lessee's  obligations  or  right 
(imposed  by  contract  or  otherwise)  to  the  Federal  Government 
for  the  carriage  of  United  States  air  mail  to,  from  or  through 
Indianapolis,   Indiana. 
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(C)  The  failure  or  refusal  by  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment, or  any  other  competent  governmental  authority,  to  desig- 
nate the  said  Airport  as  the  terminal  point  for  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  for  the  receiving  and  dispatching  of  United  States  air 


mail;   or  the  withdrawal   of  such  designation  by  such  govern- 
mental agencies. 


(D)  Issuance  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of 
an  injunction  in  any  way  preventing  or  restraining  the  use  of 
said  Airport  or  any  part  thereof  for  airport  purposes,  and  the 
remaining  in  force  of  such  injunction  for  a  period  of  at  least 
ninety   (90)   days. 


(E)  The  breach  by  Lessor  of  any  of  the  covenants  and 
agreements  herein  contained  and  the  failure  of  Lessor  to  remedy 
such  breach  for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  days  after  receipt  of 
written  notice  of  the  existence  of  such  breach. 


(F)  The  inability  of  Lessee  to  use  said  premises  and 
facilities  continuing  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  (60)  days, 
whether  due  to  any  law  or  order,  rule  or  regulation  of  any 
appropriate  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
operation  of  Lessee,  or  due  to  war,  sabotage,  earthquake,  or 
other  casualty  which  is  not  a  result  of  the  negligent  acts  or 
negligent  omissions  of  Lessee  or  its  employees. 


(G)  Any  action  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  re- 
fusing to  permit  Lessee  to  operate  into,  from  or  through  said 
Airport  such  aircraft  as  Lessee  may  reasonably  desire  to  oper- 
ate, provided  all  such  aircraft  have  been  approved  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority. 


No  waiver  of  Default  by  Lessee  of  any  of  the  terms,  cove- 
nants or  conditions  hereof  to  be  performed,  kept  and  observed 
by  Lessor  shall  be  construed  to  be  or  act  as  a  waiver  by  Lessee 
of  any  subsequent  default  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  herein  contained  to  be  performed,  kept  and  ob- 
served by  Lessor. 
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ARTICLE  XII— OPTION  TO  LEASE  ADDITIONAL 
SPACE 

The  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  and  option  at  any  time,  and 
from  time  to  time  during  the  term  hereof,  to  lease  any  additional 
space  at  the  Airport  not  necessary  to  Lessor's  operation  of  the  Air- 
port and  at  the  time  not  leased  to  others,  whether  such  space  is  adja- 
cent to   the   space  leased   hereunder   or   otherwise,  upon  such  terms 


and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  at  such  time  by  Lessor  and 
Lessee, 


ARTICLE  XIII— COVENANT  NOT  TO  GRANT  MORE 
FAVORABLE  TERMS 

Lessor  covenants  and  agrees  not  to  enter  into  any  lease,  con- 
tract or  agreement  with  any  other  scheduled  air  transport  operator, 
with  respect  to  the  Airport,  containing  more  favorable  terms  than 
this  lease  or  to  grant  any  other  scheduled  air  transport  operator, 
rights,  privileges  or  concessions  with  respect  to  the  said  Airport 
which  are  not  accorded  to  the  Lessee  hereunder,  unless  the  same 
terms,  rights,  privileges  and  concessions  are  concurrently  made  avail- 
able to  the  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XIV— QUIET  ENJOYMENT 

Lessor  agrees  that,  on  payment  of  the  rent  and  performance 
of  the  covenants  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the  Lessee  to  be 
performed  hereunder,  Lessee  shall  peaceably  have  and  enjoy  the 
leased  premises  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  said  Airport,  its 
appurtenances  and  facilities,  as  provided  in  this  lease. 


ARTICLE    XV— SURRENDER    OF   POSSESSION 

Lessee  agrees  to  yield  and  deliver  to  Lessor  possession  of  the 
premises   exclusively  leased  herein  at  the  termination   of  this  lease, 
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by  expiration  or  otherwise,  or  of  any  renewal  or  extension  hereof, 
in  good  condition  in  accordance  with  its  express  obligations  here- 
under, except  for  reasonable  wear  and  tear,  fire  or  other  casualty. 
Lessee  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  during  said  term,  or  any 
renewal  or  extension  thereof,  or  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  such 
termination,  to  remove  all  fixtures  and  equipment  and  any  other  per- 
sonal property  installed  or  placed  by  it  at  its  expense,  in,  on  or 
about  the  premises  herein  leased  without  restriction  whatsoever; 
subject,  however,  to  any  valid  lien  which  Lessor  may  have  thereon 
for  unpaid  rents  or  fees,  provided,  that  Lessee  shall  tender  reason- 
able compensation  to  owners  of  any  property  rightfully  on  the  prem- 
ises which  may  be  substantially  injured  or  destroyed  by  such  re- 
moval; provided,  that  Lessee,  in  the  removal  of  any  such  property, 
shall  not  in  any  unreasonable  way  interfere  with  the  operation  of 
the  Airport 


ARTICLE    XVI— AIRPORT    RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Lessee,  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  will  not  be  in 
control  or  possession  of  said  Airport  (except  as  to  the  parts  thereof 
leased  exclusively  to  Lessee),  and  Lessee  does  not  assume  respon- 
sibility for  the  conduct  or  operation  of  the  said  Airport  or  for  the 
physical  or  other  conditions  of  the  same,  not  due  to  Lessee's  own  neg- 
ligent acts  or  negligent  omissions. 


ARTICLE  XVII— INSURANCE 

Lessee  now  has  and  expects  to  maintain  throughout  the  life  of 
this  agreement  commercial  liability  insurance  or  self -insurance  in  the 
following  minimum  amounts:  $40,000.00  per  person;  $100,000.00  per 
accident;  $50,000.00  property. 


ARTICLE  XVIII— CIVIL   AERONAUTICS  AUTHORITY 

Whenever  the  term  "Civil  Aeronautics  Authority",  (C.A.A.)  is 
used  in  this  lease,  it  shall  be  construed  as  referring  to  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority  created  by  the  Federal  Government  under  the 
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Civil  Aeronautics  Act  of  1938,  or  to  such  other  agency  or  agencies 
of  the  Federal  Government  having  from  time  to  time  similar  juris- 
diction over  the  Lessee  or  its  business. 


ARTICLE  XIX— ASSIGNMENT  OF  LEASE 

Lessee  shall  not  at  any  time  assign  this  lease  or  any  part 
thereof,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  Lessor;  provided,  however, 
that  Lessee  may  assign  this  lease  upon  written  notice  to  Lessor 
without  such  consent  to  any  corporation  with  which  Lessee  may  merge 
or  consolidate  or  which  may  succeed  to  the  business  assets  or  any 
substantial  part  thereof  of  the  Lessee. 


ARTICLE  XX— NOTICES 

Notices  to  the  Lessor  provided  for  herein  shall  be  sufficient 
if  sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
with  copy  to  Superintendent  of  Airport,  and  notices  to  the  Lessee,  if 
sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  adddressed  to  the  Lessee, 
at  10  Rockefeller  Plaza,  New  York  City,  N.  Y.,  or  to  such  other 
respective  address  as  the  parties  may  designate  in  writing  from 
time  to  time. 


ARTICLE  XXI— RENTALS  AND  FEES 

For  569  square  feet  of  floor  space  used  exclusively  by  Lessee 
in  the  Administration  Building,  as  shown  on  the  floor  plan  attached 
hereto  as  a  part  of  Exhibit  "A",  and  for  such  other  exclusive  space 
as  Lessee  may  have  as  shown  on  Exhibit  "A",  Lessee  shall  pay 
to  Lessor  the  following  rental: 


Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  per  square  foot  per  annum  for 
floor  space  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Administration  Build- 
ing; 
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One  Dollar  and  Fifty  Cents  ($1.50)  per  square  foot 
per  annum  for  floor  space  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Ad- 
ministration Building; 


Fifty   Cents    ($.50)   per  square  foot  per  annum  for 
storeroom  space,  wherever  located. 


From  and  after  the  date  hereof,  and  for  and  during  the  first 
five  (5)  years  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  viz:  From  April  1,  1944,  to 
March  31,  1949,  Lessee  shall  pay  to  Lessor  a  fee  each  calendar 
month  with  respect  to  each  of  Lessee's  scheduled  trip  arrivals  at 
said  Airport,  as  follows: 


(1)     For   each  of  the  first  two  scheduled  trip  ar- 
rivals, per  month  $100.00 


(2)     For  each  of  the  next  two  scheduled  trip  ar-

From  April  1,  1949,  to  the  day  of  termination  of  this  lease, 
Lessee  shall  pay  to  Lessor  a  fee  each  calendar  month  with  respect 
to  each  Lessee's  scheduled  trip  arrivals  at  said  airport  as  follows: 


(1)     For  each  of  the  first  two  scheduled  trip  ar- 
rivals, per  month  $110.00 


(2)     For  each  of  the  next  two   scheduled  trip  ar- 
rivals, per  month  $  82.50 
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(3)     For  each   of  the  next  six   scheduled   trip   ar- 
rivals, per  month  $  55.00 


(4)     For  each  additional  scheduled  trip  arrival,  per 

month   $  27.50 


The  time  table  of  the  Lessee  in  effect  for  each  current  month 
shall  be  the  sole  basis  for  determining  the  number  of  such  scheduled 
trip  arrivals  during  such  month  and  no  account  shall  be  taken  of 
schedule  changes  made  during  the  month,  the  actual  number  of  trip 
arrivals  or  aircraft  landings  occurring  during  the  month,  flight 
cancellations,  extra  sections  flown  (not  regularly  operated  as  sec- 
tions of  regular  schedules),  courtesy,  test,  inspection  or  non-revenue 
flights.  The  number  of  trips  shown  on  the  face  of  the  time  table 
as  scheduled  to  arrive  at  said  Airport  shall  be  the  number  of  trips 
for  which  monthly  payment  shall  be  made,  without  regard  to  the 
number  of  days  on  which  trips  are  scheduled  to  arrive,  provided, 
however,  that  any  schedule  regularly  operated  by  Lessee  in  two  (2) 
or  more  sections  shall  be  paid  for  by  Lessee  as  if  each  of  the  sections 
regularly  operated  were  a  separate  schedule. 


For  example:  If  on  the  face  of  the  time  table  in  effect  for  a 
particular  month,  only  two  trips  are  shown  as  scheduled  to  arrive 
at  said  Airport,  one  daily  and  one  daily  except  Sundays,  the  payment 
to  be  made  for  that  entire  month  would  be  One  Hundred  ($100.00) 
Dollars  for  each  of  the  two  said  scheduled  trip  arrivals,  or  a  total  of 
Two  Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars. 


The  foregoing  shall  be  applicable  to  all  scheduled  trip  arrivals 
on  which  aircraft  having  licensed  standard  gross  weights  of  30,000 
pounds  each,  or  less,  are  scheduled  to  be  operated.  With  respect  to 
any  scheduled  trip  arrival  on  which  aircraft  having  a  gross  weight 
of  more  than  30,000  pounds  each  are  scheduled  by  the  Lessee  to  be 
operated,  the  monthly  fee  for  that  scheduled  trip  arrival  shall  be  in- 
creased by  One  ($1.00)  Dollar  for  each  1,000  pounds  of  such  excess 
weight  (500  pounds  or  any  larger  part  of  1,000  pounds  to  be  counted 
as  if  a  whole  1,000  pounds,  and  any  smaller  part  to  be  disregarded). 
The  excess  payment  is  to  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  one  aircraft. 
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The  term  "licensed  standard  gross  weight"  for  any  transport 
aircraft  as  used  herein  shall  be  the  standard  gross  weight  of  such 
aircraft  as  determined  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority. 


The  fees  provided  in  this  article  shall  become  due  and  shall 
be  payable  on  the  15th  day  of  the  month  next  succeeding  that  during 
which  such  fees  may  have  accrued. 


No  fees  or  rentals  provided  in  this  article  shall  be  considered 
past  due  in  any  event  until  ten  (10)  days  after  receipt  by  Lessee  of 
Lessor's  written  billing  therefor. 


It  is  understood  that,  except  for  the  rentals,  charges  and  fees 
set  forth  above,  there  shall  be  no  rentals,  fees,  licenses,  or  other 
charges,  or  excise  taxes,  and  no  tolls  payable  by  the  Lessee  to  the 
Lessor  for  the  use  of  any  of  the  premises,  facilities,  rights,  licenses 
and  privileges  granted  hereunder,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
subparagraph  10  of  paragraph  (A)  of  Article  I  and  in  Article  XII 
of  this  lease. 


ARTICLE  XXII— HEADINGS 

The  article  and  paragraph  headings  are  inserted  only  as  a 
matter  of  convenience  and  for  reference,  and  in  no  way  define,  limit 
or  describe  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  lease. 


ARTICLE  XXIII— INVALID  PROVISION 

It  is  further  expressly  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between 
the  parties  hereto  that  in  the  event  any  covenant,  condition  or  pro- 
vision herein  contained  is  held  to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  com- 
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petent  jurisdiction,  or  otherwise  appears  to  both  parties  to  be  invalid, 
the  invalidity  of  any  such  covenant,  conditions  or  provision  shall  in 
no  way  affect  any  other  covenant,  condition  or  provision  herein  con- 
tained; provided,  however,  that  the  invalidity  of  any  such  covenant, 
condition  or  provision  does  not  materially  prejudice  either  the  Lessor 
or  the  Lessee  in  their  respective  rights  and  obligations  contained  in 
the  valid  covenants,  conditions  or  provisions  of  this  lease.  This  Agree- 
ment shall  not  be  in  force  and  effect  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
executed  by  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  Lessee  and  has  been  ratified, 
confirmed  and  approved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 


ARTICLE  XXIV— PERSONAL  LIABILITY 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  create  any  personal  liability 
against  the  Mayor  or  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and 
Sanitation  nor  against  any  officers  of  the  Lessee.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.    That  Section  1,  Paragraph  J,  of  General   Ordinance 
No.  47,  1941,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

J.  HOMOGENIZED  MILK.— Homogenized  milk  is  milk 
which  has  been  treated  in  such  manner  as  to  insure  break-up  of 
the  fat  globules  to  such  an  extent  that  after  48  hours  storage 
no  visible  cream  separation  occurs  on  the  milk  and  the  fat  per- 
centage of  the  top  100  cc.  of  milk  in  a  quart  bottle  or  of  pro- 
portionate volumes  in  containers  of  other  sizes,  does  not  differ 
by  more  than  10  per  cent  of  itself  from  the  fat  percentage  of 
the   remaining  milk  as   determined   after  thorough  mixing. 


Section  2.    That   Section  3  of  General   Ordinance  No.   47,  1941, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

Section  3.  PERMITS.— It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  bring  into  or  receive  into  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  its 
police  jurisdiction,  for  sale,  or  to  sell,  or  offer  for  sale  therein, 
or  to  have  in  storage  where  milk  or  milk  products  are  sold  or 
served,  any  milk  or  milk  product  defined  in  this  ordinance, 
who  does  not  possess  a  permit  from  the  Health  Officer  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis.

Each  milk  distributor  engaged  in  the  distribution  of  pas- 
teurized milk  or  milk  products  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, a  Distributor's  permit  fee  of  one  cent  (lc)  per  hundred- 
weight for  all  milk  and  milk  products  received  and  processed  as 
defined  in  this  ordinance  except  sweet  cream  purchased  as  such 
for  market  milk  purposes,  in  which  case,  the  fee  shall  be  one 
cent  (lc)  per  pound  butter  fat,  providing,  however,  that  such 
fees  shall  be  applicable  to  the  year  1944  and  the  year  1945  up 
to  and  including  April,  1945.  Such  fees  shall  be  increased  begin- 
ning June  1,  1945,  to  two  cents  (2c)  per  hundredweight  on  all 
milk  and  milk  products  received  as  denned  in  this  ordinance 
and  shall  be  increased  to  one  and  one-half  cents  (l%c)  per 
pound  butter  fat  for  sweet  cream  purchased  as  such  and  used 
for  market  milk  purposes.  Such  milk  distributors  permit  fees 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
the  income  derived  therefrom  shall  be  used  only  in  the  execution 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  These  fees  shall  be  based 
on  the  net  weight  of  all  milk  and  milk  products  received  and 
purchased  by  the  distributors.  Each  distributor  shall  on  or  be- 
fore  the   tenth    (10th)    and  twenty-fifth    (25th)    of  each  month, 
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file  with  the  Health  Officer,  on  a  form  provided  by  him,  a  state- 
ment in  duplicate,  of  the  number  of  pounds  of  milk  received 
during  the  preceding-  period  and  the  classified  usage  of  the  milk 
and  cream  as  denned  in  this  ordinance.  That  the  periods  referred 
to  herein  shall  be  from  the  first  (1st)  to  the  fifteenth  (15th) 
both  inclusive,  and  from  the  sixteenth  (16th)  to  the  last  day, 
both  inclusive,  of  each  month.  That  payment  for  the  first  pay- 
ment of  each  month  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  tenth  (10th) 
day  of  the  next  succeeding  month  and  payment  for  the  second 
period  of  each  month  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  twenty- 
fifth  (25th)  day  of  the  next  succeeding  month.  The  Health 
Officer  is  hereby  authorized  to  investigate  the  correctness  and 
accuracy  of  the  returns  of  reports  required  and  for  that  pur- 
pose shall  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times  to  all  books  and 
documents  bearing  on  the  amount  of  milk  and  milk  products 
received  and  sold;  provided  that  such  information  shall  not  be 
disclosed,  divulged  or  made  public. 

Section  4.    That  Section  7,  Item  22r,  of  General  Ordinance  No. 
47,  1941,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


ITEM  22r.  REMOVAL  OF  MILK.— Each  pail  of  milk  shall 
be  removed  immediately  to  the  milk  house  or  straining  room. 
No  milk  shall  be  strained  in  the  dairy  barn. 

Section  5.    That  Section  7,  Item  24r,  of  General  Ordinance  No. 
47,  1941,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


ITEM  24r.  MISCELLANEOUS.— All  vehicles  used  for  the 
transportation  of  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  so  constructed 
and  operated  as  to  protect  their  contents  from  the  sun  and 
from  contamination.  All  vehicles  used  for  the  transportation 
of  milk  or  milk  products  in  their  final  delivery  containers  shall 
be  constructed  with  permanent  tops  and  with  permanent  sides 
and  back,  provided  that  openings  of  the  size  necessary  to  pass 
the  delivery  man  may  be  permitted  in  the  sides  or  back  for 
loading  and  unloading  purposes.  All  vehicles  shall  be  kept  clean, 
and  no  substance  capable  of  contaminating  milk  or  milk  products 
shall  be  transported  with  milk  or  milk  products  in  such  manner 
as  to  permit  contamination. 
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The  immediate  surroundings  of  the  dairy  shall  be  kept  in 
a  neat,  clean  condition. 

Section  6.    That  Section  7,  Item  8p,  of  General  Ordinance  No. 
47,  1941,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


ITEM  8p.  HAND-WASHING  FACILITIES.— Convenient 
hand-washing  facilities  shall  be  provided,  including  hot  and  cold 
running  water,  soap,  and  approved  sanitary  towels.  The  use  of 
a  common  towel  is  prohibited. 

Section  7.    That  Section  10  of  General  Ordinance  No.  47,  1941, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


SECTION  10.  TRANSFERRING  OR  DIPPING  MILK; 
DELIVERY  CONTAINERS;  HANDLING  OF  MORE  THAN 
ONE    GRADE;    DELIVERY    OF    MILK    AT    QUARANTINED 

RESIDENCES. — Except  as  permitted  in  this  section,  no  milk 
producer  or  distributor  shall  transfer  milk  or  milk  products 
from  one  container  to  another  on  the  street,  or  in  any  vehicle 
or  store,  or  in  any  place  except  a  bottling  or  milk  room  espe- 
cially used  for  that  purpose.  The  sale  of  dip  milk  is  hereby 
prohibited. 

All  pasteurized  milk  and  milk  products  shall  be  placed  in 
their  final  delivery  containers  in  the  plant  in  which  they  are 
pasteurized.  Milk  and  milk  products  sold  in  the  distributor's 
containers  in  quantities  less  than  one  gallon  shall  be  delivered 
in  standard  milk  bottles  or  in  single-service  containers.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  hotels,  soda  fountains,  restaurants,  gro- 
ceries, and  similar  establishments  to  sell  or  serve  any  milk  or 
milk  products  except  in  the  original  container  in  which  it  was 
received  from  the  distributor  or  from  a  bulk  container  equipped 
with  an  approved  dispensing  device;  Provided,  That  this  re- 
quirement shall  not  apply  to  cream  consumed  on  the  premises, 
which  may  be  served  from  the  original  bottle  or  from  a  dispenser 
approved  for  such  service. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  hotel,  soda  fountain,  res- 
taurant, grocery,  or  similar  establishment  to  sell  or  serve  any 
milk  or  milk  products  which  have  not  been  maintained  while  in 
its  possession,  at  a  temperature  of  50  degrees  F.  or  less. 
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No  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  permitted  to  come  in 
contact  with  equipment  with  which  a  lower  grade  of  milk  or 
milk  products  has  been  in  contact  unless  such  equipment  has 
first  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  subjected  to  bactericidal  treat- 
ment. 

All  pouring  lips  of  bottles  containing  milk  or  milk  prod- 
ucts in  non-leakproof  containers  shall  not  be  submerged  in  water 
for  cooling. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  to  whom  milk  or  milk 
products  are  delivered  to  clean  thoroughly  the  containers  in 
which  such  milk  or  milk  products  are  delivered  before  returning 
such  containers.  Apparatus,  containers,  equipment,  and  utensils 
used  in  the  handling,  storage,  processing,  or  transporting  of  milk 
or  milk  products  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  without 
the  permission  of  the  Health  Officer. 

The  delivery  of  milk  or  milk  products  to  and  the  collection 
of  milk  or  milk  products  containers  from  residences  in  which 
cases  of  communicable  disease  transmissible  through  milk  sup- 
plies exist  shall  be  subject  to  the  special  requirements  of  the 
Health  Officer. 


Section  8.    That  Section  13  of  General  Ordinance  No.  47,  1941, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


Section  13.  NOTIFICATION  OF  DISEASE.— No  person 
who  is  affected  with  any  disease  in  a  communicable  form  or  is 
a  carrier  of  such  disease  shall  work  at  any  dairy  farm  or  milk 
plant  in  any  capacity  which  brings  him  in  contact  with  the  pro- 
duction, handling,  storage  or  transportation  of  milk,  milk 
products,  containers,  or  equipment;  and  no  dairy  farm  or  milk 
plant  shall  employ  in  any  such  capacity  any  such  person  or  any 
person  suspected  of  being  infected  with  any  disease  in  a  com- 
municable form  or  of  being  a  carrier  of  such  disease.  Any  pro- 
ducer or  distributor  of  milk  or  milk  products  upon  whose  dairy 
farm  or  in  whose  milk  plant  any  communicable  disease  occurs, 
or  who  suspects  that  any  employee  has  contracted  any  disease 
in  a  communicable  form  or  has  become  a  earner  of  such  disease, 
shall  notify  the  Health  Officer  immediately.  A  placard  contain- 
ing this  section  shall  be  posted  in  all  toilet  rooms  or  privies. 
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Section  9.    That  Section  16  of  General  Ordinance  No.  47,  1941, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


Section  16.  ENFORCEMENT  BODY.— For  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  this  ordinance  there  is  hereby  set  up  in  the  depart- 
ment of  public  health  and  charities,  a  dairy  division  and  the 
positions  and  services  hereinafter  set  out  are  hereby  created 
and  established  on  an  annual  basis  and  the  various  funds  and 
compensations  as  hereinafter  set  out  are  likewise  created  and 
established,  provided,  however,  that  funds  hereinafter  set  up  be 
applicable  only  from  June  1  to  December  31,  1944,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  such  changes  as  the  Common  Council  may  see  fit 
to  adopt  thereafter.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  throw,  and/or 
cause  or  permit  to  be  thrown,  any  drinking  cups,  bottles,  glass,  tacks 
or  waste  materials  of  any  kind,  upon  any  street,  gutter,  sidewalk, 
lawn  or  other  public  place  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Section  2.  .  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  ordinance 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100.00),  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  to  exceed 
thirty  (30)  days. 
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Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  accord- 
ing to  law.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE   No.   39,  1944 

AN  ORDINANCE  creating  and  denning  Parking  Meter  Zones  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis:  Providing  for  the  installation,  operation, 
and  maintenance  of  mechanical  devices  to  regulate  parking  in 
the  Parking  Meter  Zones:  Providing  for  the  collection  of  In- 
spection Fees  for  the  use  of  such  devices,  and  the  disposition 
of  such  fees,  making  it  unlawful  to  use  the  streets  or  portion 
of  the  streets  so  designated,  except  through  the  use  of  Parking 
Meters:  Providing  a  penalty  for  violation  hereof,  repealing  all 
ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith;  and  fixing 
a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect,  and 

WHEREAS,  traffic  conditions  are  such  as  require  limited  parking  in 
certain  areas  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  enforcement  of  such  limitations  through  the  means 
now  at  hand  is  difficult,  expensive  and  inadequate,  and 

WHEREAS,  it  seems  advisable  to  employ  some  mechanical  assistance 
in  the  enforcement  of  such  parking  limitations;  NOW,  THERE- 
FORE, 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section   1.    That  the  words  "Parking  Meter"  whenever  used  in 
this  ordinance  shall  mean  and  include  any  mechanical  device  or  meter 
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not  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  placed  or  erected  for  the  regula- 
tion of  parking  by  authority  of  this  ordinance. 

That  the  word  "vehicle"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  any  device 
in,  upon  or  by  which  any  person  or  property  is  or  may  be  transported 
upon  a  street  or  highway,  except  on  rails  or  tracks. 

That  the  words  "park"  or  "parking"  as  used  herein  shall  mean 
the  standing  of  a  vehicle,  whether  occupied  or  not,  otherwise  than 
temporarily  for  the  purpose  of  and  while  actually  engaged  in  loading 
or  unloading  passengers  or  merchandise. 

That  the  phrase  "parking  space"  used  herein  shall  mean  the 
space  or  the  section  of  the  street  adjacent  to  the  curb,  painted  and 
indicated  by  two  painted  lines  on  the  surface  of  the  street  adjacent 
or  adjoining  the  parking  meter. 

Section  2.  That  the  parts  of  avenues  or  streets  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana,  described  in  this  ordi- 
nance, be  and  the  same  are  established  as  Parking  Meter  Zones,  and 
in  said  Zones  and  such  other  parking  meter  zones  as  may  hereafter 
be  created  by  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  parking  meters 
shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  3.  That  when  parking  spaces  are  indicated  by  painted 
lines  upon  the  surface  of  the  streets  in  said  parking  meter  zones 
as  herein  provided,  and  when  parking  meters  are  installed  adjacent 
to  and  adjoining  said  respective  parking  space,  no  vehicle  shall  remain 
parked  for  longer  than  sixty  (60)  minutes  at  any  time  between  the 
hours  of  8:00  o'clock  A.  M.  and  6:00  o'clock  P.  M.,  except  Sundays 
and  legal  holidays  officially  set,  within  the  district  or  upon  any  of 
the  avenues  or  streets  described  in  this  ordinance,  except  as  provided 
in  Section  11  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  That  the  purchasing  of,  contracting  for,  leasing,  in- 
stalling, regulating,  controlling,  operating,  using  and  maintaining  as. 
provided  in  this  ordinance  of  all  parking  meters  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Board  of  Safety  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  its  pur- 
chasing agent. 

That  such  parking  meters  shall  be  placed  upon  the  curb  alongside 
of  or  adjoining  or  adjacent  to  individual  parking  places  to  be  desig- 
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nated  as  herein  provided  and  each  said  parking  meter  shall  be  so 
placed  on  the  curb  as  to  show  or  display  a  signal  that  the  parking 
space  alongside  of  same  is  or  is  not  in  use; 

That  each  said  parking  meter  shall  be  so  set  as  to  display  a 
signal  showing  legal  parking  within  the  adjacent  parking  space  upon 
the  deposit  of  five-cent  or  one-cent  coin  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  said  meter,  for  a  period  of  time  conforming  to  the  park- 
ing limits  set  out  in  this  ordinance,  or  as  hereafter  prescribed  by  the 
ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana; 

That  each  meter  shall  by  its  device  clearly  set  out  and  continue 
operation  from  the  time  of  depositing  such  coin  until  the  expiration 
of  the  time  fixed  by  said  schedules  and  ordinances  as  to  the  parking 
limit  for  the  street  or  the  street  or  avenue  adjacent  to  which  said 
meter  is  placed,  and  each  meter  shall  so  operate  that  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  parking  time  for  said  parking  space,  it  will  indicate  by 
a  mechanical  operation  that  the  lawful  parking  period  for  such  park- 
ing space  adjacent  to  such  parking  meter,  as  fixed  by  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  has  expired. 


Section  5.  That,  when  any  vehicle  during  the  time  herein  pro- 
vided shall  be  parked  in  any  parking  space  alongside  of  or  adjacent 
to  which  there  is  located  under  this  ordinance,  a  parking  meter,  the 
owner,  operator,  manager  or  driver  of  said  vehicle  shall  upon  enter- 
ing the  said  parking  space  immediately  deposit  a  five-cent  coin  or 
a  one-cent  coin  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  parking 
meter  alongside  of  or  adjacent  to  said  parking  space  and  perform 
such  other  operations  as  the  nature  of  the  parking  meter  may  require, 
and  the  said  parking  space  may  then  be  used  by  such  vehicle  during 
the  parking  limit  provided  by  this  ordinance  for  that  part  of  the  street 
in  which  said  parking  space  is  located,  and  the  using  of  such  parking 
space  by  any  vehicle  without  depositing  said  coin  in  said  parking 
meter  shall  be  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  punishable  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  7  of  this  ordinance. 


That,  if  the  vehicle  shall  remain  parked  within  said  parking 
space  for  a  period  beyond  the  parking  time  limit  fixed  by  this  ordi- 
nance for  such  parking  space,  the  parking  meter  shall  display  a  sign 
indicating  "illegal"  parking,  and  then  and  in  that  event,  such  vehicle 
shall  be  considered  as  parking  overtime  and  beyond  the  time  fixed  by 
the   ordinance   of  the   City  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  parking  of  any 
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vehicle  overtime  or  beyond  the  period  of  time  fixed  now  or  hereafter 
by  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in  any  such  part  of  the  street 
or  avenue  adjacent  to  which  such  a  meter  is  located  shall  be  con- 
strued as  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  punishable  as  hereinafter 
set  out  in  Section  7  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  That  in  the  event  parking  for  a  lesser  period  than  one 
(1)  hour  is  desired,  the  owner,  operator,  manager  or  driver  of  said 
vehicle  shall,  upon  entering  parking  space,  immediately  deposit  a 
one-cent  coin  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  parking  meter 
alongside  of  or  adjacent  to  said  parking  space,  and  perform  such  other 
operations  as  the  nature  of  the  parking  meter  may  require,  and  the 
said  parking  space  may  then  be  used  by  such  vehicle  for  a  period  of 
not  more  than  twelve  (12)  minutes;  upon  the  expiration  of  which, 
additional  deposits  of  like  character  for  like  periods  may  be  made. 

That,  if  any  vehicle  shall  remain  parked  within  said  parking 
space  beyond  the  parking  time  limit  fixed  by  this  ordinance  for  such 
parking  space,  and  the  parking  meter  shall  display  a  sign  indicating 
"illegal"  parking,  then  and  in  that  event,  such  vehicle  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  parking  overtime  and  beyond  the  time  fixed  by  this  ordi- 
nance. That  parking  of  any  vehicle  overtime  or  beyond  the  period  of 
time  provided  in  this  ordinance  or  hereafter  provided  by  ordinances 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  any  such  part  of  the  street  adjacent 
to  which  such  a  meter  is  located,  shall  be  construed  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance  by  the  owner,  operator  manager  or  driver  of  such  vehicle 
so  parked,  and  punishable  as  hereinafter  set  out  in  Section  7  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  7.  That,  whenever  a  member  of  the  police  department 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  other  persons  charged  with  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance,  shall  find  that  Section  5  or  6  of  this  ordinance 
is  being  or  has  been  violated  by  the  owner  or  operator  of  any  vehicle, 
such  officer  or  person  shall  notify  such  owner  or  operator  of  such 
vehicle,  in  writing,  of  such  violation;  that  such  notice  shall  be  made 
in  triplicate,  and  shall  be  serially  numbered  and  show  the  specific 
violation  charged,  the  state  license  number  of  such  vehicle  and  the 
owner's  name,  if  possible  to  obtain  the  same,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
such  officer  or  person  giving  thereon  his  badge  number; 

That  one  (1)  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  presented  to  the  owner 
or  operator  of  such  vehicle,  and  in  case  such  owner  or  his  represen- 
tatives shall  not  be  found  in  possesion  of  or  in  charge  of  such  vehicle, 
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the  posting  of  such  notice  or  the  attachment  thereof  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  such  vehicle  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice  of  such 
violation; 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  or  other  person  serving 
such  notice  to  file  the  duplicate  copy  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  Police 
Traffic  Bureau  at  the  close  of  the  day's  work; 


That  the  owner  or  operator  of  such  vehicle  who  has  been  so 
notified  of  a  violation  of  said  Section  5  or  6  of  this  ordinance,  as 
herein  provided,  may,  within  seventy-two  (72)  hours  after  having  been 
so  notified,  answer  at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  or  Police  Head- 
quarters Traffic  Department  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and,  in 
writing,  plead  guilty  to  the  charge  of  such  violation  and  pay  the  fine 
prescribed  in  this  section;  and  acceptance  of  such  fine  and  plea  shall 
be  deemed  complete  satisfaction  for  the  violation  and  the  violator  shall 
be  given  a  receipt  which  so  states; 


That  if  said  owner  or  operator  of  such  vehicle  shall  admit  and 
plead  guilty  in  writing  to  have  violated  Section  5  or  6  of  this  ordi- 
nance, he  shall  thereupon  pay  to  said  City  Clerk  or  at  the  Traffic 
Department  Clerk  at  Police  Headquarters,  a  fine  of  one  dollar  ($1.00). 


That,  whenever  any  person  has  been  issued  a  notice  as  provided 
in  this  Section  for  the  violation  of  Sections  5  or  6  of  this  ordinance, 
and  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  appear  within  seventy- two  (72)  hours  after 
service  of  such  notice  at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  or  at  the  office 
of  the  Traffic  Department  at  Police  Headquarters  or  having  appeared 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  plead  guilty  to  such  charge  and  pay  the  fine 
prescribed  therefor,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  or  author- 
ized person  issuing  such  notice  to  file  or  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  city 
court  an  affidavit  charging  such  person  with  the  violation  or  viola- 
tions specified  in  such  notice,  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
City  Clerk  to  cause  summons  to  issue  to  such  person  to  appear  in 
said  city  court  at  a  certain  day  and  hour  to  answer  said  charge,  and 
stand  trial  for  the  same;  and  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  such 
officer  or  other  authorized  person  serving  such  notice  to  be  present 
and  assist  in  the  prosecution  of  such  charge,  and  upon  conviction,  in 
said  city  court,  or  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such 
person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00),  to  which 
may  be  added  imprisonment  for  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  days. 
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That  all  fines  or  forfeitures  collected  upon  conviction,  pleas  of 
guilty  or  upon  the  forfeiture  of  bail,  of  any  person  charged  with  a 
violation  of  Sections  five  (5)  or  six  (6)  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
paid  to  and  accounted  for  by  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
as  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law. 

That  in  case  the  owner  or  operator  of  such  vehicle  upon  receiv- 
ing a  notice  of  violation  as  herein  provided  in  this  section  appears  at 
the  City  Clerk's  office,  or  at  the  office  of  the  Traffic  Department  at 
Police  Headquarters  within  seventy-two  (72)  hours  after  the  date  and 
time  set  out  in  said  notice  and  pleads  guilty  and  pays  said  one  dollar 
($1.00),  then  and  in  that  case,  the  name  of  such  owner  or  operator 
shall  not  be  added  to  the  records  of  traffic  violators. 

Section  8.  That  any  vehicle  parked  in  any  parking  meter  zone 
shall  be  parked  with  the  hood  or  front  of  such  vehicle  next  to  the 
parking  meter  adjacent  to  such  parking  space,  and  shall  be  parked 
within  the  lines  marked  on  the  street  or  avenue  for  such  parking 
space  as  provided  hereinafter. 

Section  9.  That  the  Safety  Board  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
shall  place  and  maintain  painted  lines  or  markers  on  the  curb  and 
on  the  avenues  or  streets  to  designate  the  parking  space  for  which 
said  meter  is  to  be  used,  and  each  vehicle  parked  alongside  of  or 
adjacent  to  any  parking  meter  shall  park  within  the  lines  or  marks 
so  established,  and  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  park  any  vehicles 
across  any  such  line  or  mark,  or  to  park  any  vehicle  in  such  a  way 
that  the  same  shall  not  be  within  the  area  so  designated  by  the  lines 
or  marks. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  to  designate  some  member  or  mem- 
bers of  the  Police  Department  of  said  city  to  make  regular  collections 
of  the  money  deposited  in  said  parking  meters,  the  collections  to  be 
made  at  such  times  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Safety  of 
said  City,  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  persons  so  designated 
to  remove  from  the  parking  meters  the  sealed  cylinders  therein  con- 
taining the  coins  so  deposited  in  said  meters  and  to  deliver  such 
sealed  cylinders  with  the  seals  unbroken  to  the  City  Controller  of  said 
City  of  Indianapolis  to  break  the  seals  and  count  the  funds  contained 
in  such  cylinders  and  deposit  such  funds  with  the  City  Treasurer,  to 
the  credit  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  a  special  fund  called 
"Parking  Meter  Fund,"  which  said  fund  shall  be  disbursed  and  paid 
out  only  upon  order  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Safety  of 
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said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  for  the  following  purposes  only: 
First,  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price  and  installation  of  said 
parking  meters;  second,  for  maintenance,  operation,  and  necessary  and 
reasonable  repairs  of  said  parking  meters;  third  for  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  traffic  system  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and 
for  the  purchasing  or  leasing  and  maintenance  of  public  parking 
grounds  or  lots  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  be  used  for  the  parking 
of  motor  vehicles  and  all  of  said  funds  when  collected  are  hereby 
appropriated  therefor. 

That  all  money  remaining  in  the  City  Treasury  to  the  credit  of 
said  "Parking  Meter  Fund"  at  the  end  of  any  calendar  year,  shall 
remain  in  said  fund  and  shall  not  revert  to  the  general  funds  of  said 
city. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person,  after  having 
deposited  a  five-cent  or  one-cent  coin  in  a  parking  meter  and  after 
having  occupied  a  parking  meter  space  for  the  time  fixed  by  the 
ordinance  for  such  space,  to  deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  in  said 
parking  meter  one  additional  five-cent  coin  or  one  additional  one-cent 
coin,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  to  park  for 
one  additional  period  of  time  in  said  parking  meter  space. 

Section  12.  That  Meter  Zone  Number  One,  is  hereby  established 
and  the  parking  limited  therein  as  set  forth  herein  on  the  following 
streets  and  avenues  located  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County, 
State  of  Indiana,  to-wit:  On  West  Street,  Senate  Avenue,  Capitol 
Avenue,  Illinois  Street,  Meridian  Street,  Pennsylvania  Street,  Dela- 
ware Street,  Alabama  Street,  New  Jersey  Street  and  East  Street 
extending  from  South  Street  on  the  south  to  North  Street  on  the 
north.  On  South  Street,  Louisiana  Street,  Jackson  Place,  Georgia 
Street,  Maryland  Street,  Washington  Street,  Market  Street,  Ohio 
Street,  New  York  Street,  Vermont  Street,  Michigan  Street  and  North 
Street  extending  from  East  Street  on  the  east  to  West  Street  on  the 
west,  on  Monument  Circle,  on  Virginia  Avenue  from  Washington  to 
South  Street,  on  Kentucky  Avenue  from  Washington  to  South  Street, 
on  Massachusetts  Avenue  from  Ohio  to  North  Street,  on  Indiana 
Avenue  from  Ohio  to  North  Street. 


Section  13.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  unauthorized  per- 
son to  deface,  injure  or  tamper  with,  open  or  wilfully  break,  destroy 
or  impair  the  usefulness  of  any  parking  meter  installed  under  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance. 
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Section  14.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  deposit  or  cause  to  be 
deposited  in  any  parking  meter  any  slug,  device  or  substitute  for  a 
five-cent  coin  or  a  one-cent  coin  of  the  United  States. 

Section  15.  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  for  which  no  specific 
penalty  is  herein  provided,  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  or  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  ninety  (90)  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. 

Section  16.  That  whenever  a  person  is  arrested  for  the  violation 
of  any  section  of  this  ordinance,  for  which  no  specific  penalty  is  pro- 
vided for  such  section,  and  such  person  is  not  immediately  taken 
before  the  City  Court  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  arresting  officer 
shall  prepare  in  triplicate  a  written  notice  for  such  person  to  appear 
in  court,  containing  the  name  and  address  of  such  person,  the  license 
number  of  his  vehicle,  if  any,  the  offense  charged,  and  the  time  when 
such  person  shall  appear  in  said  court,  provided,  however,  that  the 
time  specified  in  such  notice  shall  not  be  more  than  three  (3)  days 
after   such  arrest; 

That  if  the  arrested  person  gives  his  written  promise  to  appear 
in  said  court  by  signing  in  triplicate  the  written  notice  prepared  by 
such  arresting  officer,  he  shall  be  temporarily  released  from  custody, 
and  the  original  of  said  notice  shall  be  retained  by  said  officer  and  a 
copy  thereof  delivered  to  the  person  arrested. 

Section  17.  That  if  any  section  or  provisions,  or  parts  thereof  in 
this  ordinance  shall  be  adjudged  invalid  or  unconstitutional,  such  in- 
validity or  unconstitutionality  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  this  ordi- 
nance as  a  whole  or  of  any  other  section  or  provision  or  part  thereof. 

Section  18.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  con- 
flict herewith  are  hereby  repealed;  except  ordinances  which  regulate 
traffic  on  streets  where  parking  is  prohibited  entirely  or  where  parking 
is  prohibited  between  certain  hours  of  the  day. 

Section  19.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  its  approval  by  the 
Mayor  and  its  publication  as  by  law  provided.

GENERAL   ORDINANCE   No.  40,   1944 

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  that  all  Common  Carriers  using  the 
streets  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  for  transportation  of  passengers 
on  fixed  railway  systems  and  loading  or  unloading  passengers  at 
designated  safety  zones  in  said  streets,  shall  construct  and  main- 
tain such  safety  zones  in  good  and  clean  condition  and  at  no 
expense  to  the  City  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions and  at  such  places  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  lawfully 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  said  City;  that  the 
basic  platforms  of  all  of  such  Safety  Zones  which  are  now  ex- 
isting or  may  hereafter  be  established,  shall  be  of  cement  con- 
struction and  not  less  than  six  (6)  inches  in  height,  and  provide 
suitable  lighting  facilities  to  be  designated  and  approved  by  the 
said  Board  of  Public  Safety;  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the 
violation  thereof;  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take 
effect. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  all  Common  Carriers  using  the  streets  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana,  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  on  fixed  rail- 
way systems  and  loading  or  unloading  passengers  at  designated  Safety 
Zones  on  said  streets  shall  construct  and  maintain  such  Safety  Zones, 
in  good  and  clean  condition  and  at  no  expense  to  the  said  City,  in 
accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications  and  at  such  places,  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  lawfully  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Safety  of  said  City. 

Section  2.  That  all  of  such  Safety  Zones,  now  existing  or  here-

Limit  parking  to  one  and  one-half  (1%)  hours  between 
the  hours  of  7:00  A.M.  and  6:00  P.M.  on  the  south  side  of 
Williams  Street  from  the  east  curb  line  of  Oriental  Street 
to  the  west  curb  line  of  Arsenal  Avenue. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  ordinance 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  Three  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($300.00)  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days.

I  move  that  General  Ordinance  No.  21,  1944,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  ordaining  clause  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

Section  1.  That  pursuant  to  all  of  the  general  statutory  powers 
of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  and  specifically  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  of  1937,  being  chapter  248, 
a  general  and  complete  revision,  codification  and  publication  of  all  of 
the  existing  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  should  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  ordered.  That  an  emergency  is  hereby  declared  to 
exist  for  such  project  by  reason  of  the  following  facts,  to-wit:  The 
last  Municipal  Code  of  the  city  was  published  at  the  close  of  the  year 
1925  and  has  been  since  supplemented  by  annual  volumes  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Common  Council;  that  in  that  long  period  of  time 
many  portions  of  such  code  and  many  later  ordinances  have  been 
amended,  supplemented,  or  repealed  and  many  provisions  thereof 
have  become  obsolete,  or  in  conflict  with  later  statutes  or  with  deci- 
sions of  the  courts,  thereby  creating  much  confusion  and  uncertainty 
in  the  status  of  municipal  law  controlling  all  city  officials  and  the 
public  and  resulting  in  great  loss  of  time  and  consequent  expense  to 
the  taxpayers  in  the  ascertainment  by  such  officials  of  the  local  law 
applicable  to  their  duties  and  to  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  city 
and  the  public;  that  it  is  impractical  and  would  be  a  waste  of  public 
funds  merely  to  reconcile  all  the  annual  volumes  since  1925  into  one  or 
more  volumes,  or  to  provide  a  separate  complete  index  therefor,  there- 
by leaving  said  obsolete  code  in  effect;  that,  accordingly,  the  public 
welfare  will  be  best  served  by  the  preparation  and  publication  at  this 
time  of  a  complete  new  and  modern  type  municipal  code,  so  arranged 
by  subject  matter  and  section  numbers  and  possibly  two  or  more 
volumes,  that  it  can  te  easily  supplemented  by  annual  pamphlets  and 
so  kept  up  to  date.  When  finally  prepared  as  hereinafter  provided  and 
completed   and   introduced   for   adoption   as   a  general   ordinance,   the 
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latter  shall  be  designated  as,  "Municipal  Code  of  194....  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis." 

Section  2.  That  pursuant  to  its  statutory  powers  in  the  premises 
and  as  of  the  date  the  appropriation  herein  made  becomes  effective, 
the  Common  Council  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  its  President  to 
select  four  attorneys  at  law,  all  to  be  members  of  the  bar  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  in  good  standing,  to  serve  as  a  codification  commis- 
sion, to  prepare  subject  to  approval  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  | 
submit  to  the  Common  Council  a  general  ordinance  comprising  a  com- 
plete revision,  codification  and  publication  of  said  ordinances  and  of 
the  Municipal  Code  of  1925.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
report  to  the  Common  Council  at  its  next  regular  meeting  his  selec- 
tion of  such  attorneys  for  such  purpose  which  shall  be  subject  to 
approval,  by  resolution,  of  the  Common  Council. 

Section  3.  After  the  appropriation  herein  provided  for  becomes 
effective,  the  City  Clerk,  as  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council  is  hereby 
directed  to  notify  the  aforesaid  four  attorneys  at  law  to  commence 
the  performance  of  such  work  under  all  the  limitations  and  terms 
herein  set  out,  or  as  may  be  hereafter  specified  by  any  amendatory 
ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council. 

Section  4.  After  said  attorneys  shall  have  so  qualified  and  shall 
have  accepted  such  employment  they,  as  such  commission,  shall  select 
one  of  its  members  to  act  as  chairman.  The  said  chairman  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  allotment  of  the  work  incident  thereto;  for  arrange- 
ments as  to  time  and  place  for  such  work  and  for  the  constant  faithful 
performance  of  such  duties  to  the  end  that  such  work  of  revision  and 
codification  may  be  properly  executed  within  the  shortest  possible 
time. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  examine  all 
ordinances  of  the  Common  Council  ordained  subsequent  to  the  passage 
of  the  Municipal  Code  of  1925,  together  with  the  Municipal  Code  of 
1925  and  any  other  ordinances  not  repealed  thereby,  and  to  determine 
which  ordinances  and  parts  thereof  are  still  in  force  and  effect;  to 
remove  any  conflicting  provisions;  to  delete  or  re-write  any  provisions 
which  are  clearly  obsolete,  void,  or  unconstitutional;  to  rearrange  and 
combine  similar  provisions  dealing  with  the  same  subject  matter;  to 
examine  model  ordinances  and  ordinances  and  codes  in  effect  in  other 
municipalities;  to  consider  recommendations  from  various  officials 
and  departments  of  the  city  and  other  proper  sources  with  respect  to 
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changes  therein  or  additions  thereto  and  new  matter  in  need  of  regu- 
lation, and  generally  to  do  all  other  things  deemed  necessary  to  the 
end  that  said  commission  may  submit  to  the  Common  Council  for 
adoption  a  proposed  modern,  complete  and  unified  code  of  all  such 
ordinance  material  which  may  be  of  general  interest  and  which  may 
tend  to  facilitate  the  execution  of  all  proper  functions  of  government 
by  the  various  officials  and  departments  of  the  city.  It  shall  further 
be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  prepare  introductory  and  supple- 
mental matter  to  accompany  the  municipal  code,  such  as  an  appendix 
and  a  complete  index  of  the  respective  provisions  of  the  code;  indexes 
to  any  classes  of  special  or  general  ordinances  still  in  force  and  effect 
but  which  are  not  of  such  character  as  to  be  embodied  in  the  code 
proper,  and  any  duly  adopted  rules  or  regulations  of  any  boards, 
officers,  or  of  the  Common  Council,  which  said  commission  mav  deem 
advisable  or  to  be  directed  by  the  Common  Council  to  include,  and 
any  other  matter,  including  the  form  and  arrangement  of  such  code, 
which  said  commission  determines  proper.  Said  commission  shall  in- 
sert reference  to  statutory  authority  and  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
and  Appellate  Court  pertinent  to  any  of  the  ordinance  provisions. 
The  chairman  of  the  commission,  or  any  member  thereof,  shall  report 
the  progress  of  such  work  to  the  Common  Council  at  its  first  monthly 
meeting  every  sixty  days  after  such  work  is  begun,  or  as  much  oftener 
as  the  Common  Council  may  request.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty 
of  said  commission,  together  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the 
City  Clerk,  as  advisors  thereto,  to  consider  the  matter  of  so  arranging 
the  material  of  the  code  that  the  City  Clerk  may  publish  periodical 
supplements  thereto,  causing  the  said  code  to  continue  in  current  form, 
so  as  to  be,  at  all  time,  convenient  for  reference  and  not  to  require 
the  expenditure  of  other  money  for  frequent  complete  codifications. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk,  at  the  customary  time  of  print- 
ing the  council  proceedings,  to  cause  to  be  printed  also  a  sufficient 
number  of  copies  of  such  ordinances  passed  as  may  be  needed  for 
assembling  such  supplements  and  for  the  use  of  such  commission. 


Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  and 
the  City  Clerk,  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  to  seek  all  available 
information  and  advice  concerning  the  proper  and  most  suitable  form 
and  manner  of  publication  of  said  codification,  the  number  of  copies 
to  be  published,  how  distributed  and  the  price  for  sale.  They  shall 
take  into  consideration  the  possible  advantage  of  the  publication  in 
more  than  one  separate  volume  for  the  different  classes  of  ordinances, 
such  as,  General,  Special,  Building,  Zoning,  Traffic,  and  any  other 
classification,   and    shall   determine   whether  thereby  the   convenience 
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of  the  public  would  be  best  served,  the  cost  of  the  publication  be 
reduced  and  the  revenue  to  the  city  from  the  sale  thereof  be  in- 
creased, and  they  shall  report  their  findings  thereon  to  the  codifica- 
tion commission  and  to  the  Common  Council. 

Section  7.  The  total  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  each 
of  said  attorneys  upon  the  completion  of  said  work  shall  not  exceed 
Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00),  except  that  the  chairman  of 
said  commission  shall  be  paid  in  addition  thereto  the  sum  of  Three 
Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  the  additional  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties herein  specified;  the  same  to  be  paid  on  vouchers  signed  by  the 
City  Clerk  and  approved  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  vouchers  are  issued  and  paid  for  other  expenses  of 
the  city.  Such  compensation  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100.00)  per  month  for  each  attorney  during  the  conduct 
of  the  work,  and  Twenty-Five  Dollars  ($25.00)  per  month  to  the 
chairman  in  addition  thereto,  and  upon  the  completion  of  such  work 
any  unpaid  part  of  said  total  compensation  for  each  such  member 
shall  be  then  due  and  payable;  Provided,  however,  that  $300.00  of 
such  total  compensation  for  each  such  member  shall  be  retained  until 
such  work  is  approved  by  the  Common  Council. 

Section  8.  That  pursuant  to  the  emergency  herein  declared  the 
sum  of  Six  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($6,300.00)  for  the 
payment  of  services  aforesaid,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
from  the  estimated,  anticipated  and  unappropriated  balance  of  and 
in  the  general  fund  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  year  of  1944, 
and  is  hereby  allocated  to  the  fund  classification  in  the  city  budget 
as  "Other  Compensations",  under  sub-item  13,  under  "1 — Services — 
Personal",  which  fund  is  hereby  created  and  set  up  in  the  present 
budget  for  the  office  of  City  Clerk. 

Section  9.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  and  compliance  with  law  pertaining 
thereto.

AN  ORDINANCE  ratifying,  confirming  and  approving  a  certain 
Lease  Agreement  made  and  entered  into  on  the  21st  day  of 
August,  1944,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  acting 
by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation,  with 
the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  and  Defense  Plant  Corporation,  a 
corporation     created     by     Reconstruction     Finance     Corporation 
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pursuant  to  Section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corpora- 
tion Act,  as  amended,  to  aid  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  in  its  National  Defense  Program,  with  its  principal 
office  at  811  Vermont  Avenue,  N.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C, 
wherein  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  demised  and  leased  to 
said  Defense  Plant  Corporation  certain  premises  and  facilities, 
rights,  licenses  and  privileges,  on  and  in  connection  with  the 
property  and  improvement  of  Lessor,  known  as  the  Weir  Cook 
Municipal  Airport,  which  are  more  particularly  described  and 
set  out  in  said  Lease;  and  upon  the  terms,  conditions  and  pro- 
visions provided  in  said  Lease;  and  fixing  a  time  when  the 
same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  21st  day  of  August,  1944, 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  entered 
into  a  certain  Lease  Agreement  with  the  Defense  Plant  Cor- 
poration, which  said  Lease  Agreement  is  in  the  following 
words  and  figures,  to-wit: 

"THIS  AGREEMENT  OF  LEASE  made  this  21st  day  of 
August,  1944,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  municipal 
corporation  of  Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  "Lessor"),  acting  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Sanitation,  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  and  Defense  Plant 
Corporation,  a  corporation  created  by  Reconstruction  Finance  Corpo- 
ration pursuant  to  Section  5d  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corpo- 
ration Act,  as  amended,  to  aid  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
in  its  National  Defense  Program  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Lessee"),  with  its  principal  office  at  811  Vermont  Avenue,  N.  W., 
Washington,  D.  C. 

WITNESSETH  THAT,  the  parties  hereto,  for  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  rents,  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained,  agree 
as  follows: 

A.  The  Lessor  hereby  lets  unto  the  Lessee,  and  the  Lessee 
hereby  leases  and  takes  from  the  Lessor  for  a  period  of  twenty  (20) 
years  from  the  date  hereof,  unless  terminated  sooner,  in  accordance 
with  provisions  of  sub-paragraph  7  of  pararaph  B  hereof,  the  fol- 
lowing real  estate,  to-wit: 

'Beginning  at  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  Southwest 
quarter    of   the    Southeast   quarter   of    Section    23,    Town- 
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ship  15  North,  Range  2  East,  said  point  being  1,335.0  ft. 
West  of  the  Southeast  corner  of  said  Section  23;  said 
point  being  also  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Weir  Cook 
Airport  property;  thence  north  0  deg.  18  ft.  W.  100  ft.; 
thence  S.  89  deg.  37  ft.  W.  311.60  ft.  to  corner  No.  1  of 
said  lease  to  Defense  Plant  Corporation,  thence  S.  89 
deg.  37  ft.  W.  2893.03  ft.  to  corner  No.  2;  thence  N.  44 
deg.  37  ft.  E.  1237.43  ft.  to  corner  No.  3;  said  line  also 
being  seven  hundred  fifty  feet  from  and  parallel  to  the 
centerline  of  the  Northeast-Southwest  runway;  thence  N. 
89  deg.  37  ft.  E.  1143.03  ft.  to  corner  No.  4;  thence  S.  45 
deg.  23  ft.  E.  1237.43  ft.  to  corner  No.  1  of  said  lease,  said 
line  also  being  fourteen  hundred  fifty  feet  from  and  parallel 
to  the  centerline  of  the  Northwest-Southeast  runway  pro- 
duced   Southeast.

together  with  all  rights  and  appurtenances  thereo,  to  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  hangar,  workshop,  and  office  building, 
and  other  buildings  and  facilities  found  necessary  thereto,  during 
the  term  of  this  agreement  or  any  extension  thereof  for  use  as 
flight  test  facilities  and  any  other  purposes  consistent  with  the 
promotion  and  advancement  of  aviation.  Said  buildings  to  be  con- 
structed in  such  a  manner  as  to  leave  a  clearance  of  One  Thousand 
(1,000)  feet  from  the  center  of  any  runway  now  established  or  laid 
out  in  the  Weir  Cook  Municipal  Airport. 

B.  It  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  this 
lease  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  assign  or  sublet  all  or  any 
part  of  the  real  estate  herein  described  to  any  other  Governmental 
Agency  or  to  any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation  of  generally 
recognized  financial  responsibility  and  good  business  reputation, 
qualified  to  use  said  real  estate  and  the  improvements  and  facilities 
erected  thereon  for  the  purposes  hereinabove  set  forth. 

2.  The  buildings  erected  in  the  real  estate  herein  described 
either  by  Defense  Plant  Corporation  as  Lessee,  or  by  General  Motors 
Corporation,  Allison  Division,  as  Sub-Lessee,  may  be  removed  by 
said  Lessee  or  Sub-Lessee,  provided  that  the  real  estate  upon  which 
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such  buildings  were  constructed  is  restored  to  its  original  condition, 
existing  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  this  lease. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  real  estate  described  in  Paragraph  A 
hereof,  the  Lessor  hereby  grants  to  Lessee  and  Sub-Lessee  or  As- 
signee the  right  to  construct  ramps  from  the  leased  property  to  the 
airport  runways  and  grants  access  to,  and  the  use  of  the  airfield 
and  runways  therein  for  aviation  purposes,  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
airport  authorities,  airport  communication  and  control  services  for 
aircraft  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  airport;  and  further 
grants  such  easements  and  rights  of  way  as  are  necessary  to  Lessee 
or  Sub-Lessee  for  the  operation  of  the  facilities  in  accordance  with 
the  intent  of  this  agreement;  including  a  right  of  way  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ingress  and  egress  to  the  property  along  the  south  boundary 
of  the  real  estate  described  herein  eastward  through  and  on  the 
property  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  a  public  highway  giving 
Lessee,  Sub-Lessee  or  Assignee,  access  to  the  nearest  public  high- 
way leading  to  a  certain  highway  known  as  High  School  Road;  also 
easements  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  storm  and  sani- 
tary sewers,  telephone  and  telegraph  communication  lines,  power 
lines,  water  mains  and  other  utilities.  Such  easements  shall  be  held 
by  the  Lessee  and  Sub-Lessee  or  Assignee  for  free  and  unrestricted 
use  for  the  above  purposes  for  the  period  of  this  agreement  or 
any  extension  thereof,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
airport.  Said  easements  and  rights  of  way  to  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  Lessor,  and  to  be  incorporated  herein  by  supplement  hereto 
as  soon  as  their  exact  location  and  description  is  determined  and 
approved  by  Lessor. 

4.  Any  undeveloped  portion  of  said  leased  property  shall  be 
kept  available  and  may  be  used  for  landing  and  taxiing  airplanes 
and  for  all  general  airport  functions  of  such  a  nature  as  will  not 
interfere  with  the  normal  operations  of  Lessee  or  Sub-Lesse  or 
Assignee. 

5.  For  and  in  consideration  of  the  above  grants  to  the  Lessee 
and  Sub-Lessee,  or  Assignee,  the  Lessee  agrees  to  pay  to  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  the  sum  of  Twelve  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,200.00)  upon 
the  execution  of  this  agreement,  and  the  sum  of  Twelve  Hundred 
Dollars  ($1;200.00)  per  annum,  payable  annually  on  or  before  the 
anniversary  date  of  this  agreement. 

6.  Lessor  represents  that  the  real  estate  hereinbefore  described 
in  paragraph  "A"  hereof,  is  a  part  of  the  unimproved  portion  of  the 
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Municipal  Airfield  owned  in  fee  simple  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  commonly  known  as  the  "H.  Weir  Cook  Airport"  and  that 
the  improved  portion  of  said  airport  (as  the  same  presently  exists 
or  may  hereafter  be  extended)  is  supported  and  maintained  through 
revenue  obtained  by  the  sale  of  motor  fuel,  gasoline  and  oil  to  per- 
sons, firms  and  corporations  using  said  airfield  and  runways  located 
thereon  for  aviation  purposes,  which  motor  fuel,  gasoline  and  oil 
is  sold  through  a  designated  agent  of  and  at  prices  fixed  by  the 
Lessor  (which  agent  is  hereinafter  for  convenience  referred  to  as 
the  "Airfield  Agency"). 

In  consideration  of  the  Lessor  granting  to  the  Lessee,  Sub-Lessee 
or  Assignee  the  right  to  use  said  airfield  and  runways  for  aviation 
purposes  (as  provided  in  sub-paragraph  3  of  Paragraph  B  hereof), 
Leesee  agrees  that  in  any  grant  of  either  a  sublease  or  assignment 
of  this  lease  it  will  provide  in  that  either  the  sublessee/s  or  assignee 
will  covenant  and  agree  to  compensate  the  Lessor  directly  for  the 
privilege  of  using  the  airfield  and  runways  by  either  of  the  following 
alternative  methods: 

Alternative  First: 

By  purchasing  all  of  its  or  their  motor  fuel,  gasoline 
and  oil  requirements  (the  word  "requirements")  as  used 
herein  is  hereby  defined  to  mean  motor  fuel,  gasoline  and 
oil  required  for  use  in  connection  with  operation/s  to  be 
conducted  on  the  premises  to  be  described  and  set  forth  in 
said  sublease/ s  or  assignment),  from  the  Airfield  Agency, 
at  the  then  current  price  as  designated  and  approved  by 
the  Lessor,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  sale  of  motor  fuel, 
gasoline  and  oil  to  other  persons,  firms  or  corporations 
using  the  airfield  and  runways;  or 

Alternative   Second: 

In  the  event  the  motor  fuel,  gasoline  and  oil  so  sold 
by  the  Airfield  Agency  is  not  of  the  quality,  standard  and 
specifications  acceptable  to  such  sublessee/s  or  assignee 
then  such  sublessee/s  or  assignee  shall,  in  lieu  of  purchas- 
ing motor  fuel,  gasoline  and  oil  from  said  Airfield  Agency, 
pay  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  a  sum  equal  to  nineteen 
per  cent  (19%)  of  the  retail  selling  price  for  similar  motor 
fuel,  gasoline  and  oil,  as  fixed  by  Lessor,  for  sale  at  the 
airfield. 
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Failure  of  sublessee/s  or  assignee  to  comply  with  either  of 
the  aforesaid  alternative  conditions  shall  not  constitute  a  default 
under  this  lease  but  Lessor  shall  be  entitled,  at  its  election,  to 
bar  such  sublessee/s  or  assignee  from  using  the  airfield  and  runways 
until  either  of  said  alternative  conditions  is  complied  with. 

7.  This  agreement  may  be  terminated  by  the  Lessee  upon  the 
giving  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  notice  of  such  termination,  ninety 
(90)  days  in  advance  of  the  effective  date  thereof,  and  a  payment 
of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in 
addition  to  the  rental  already  paid.  Notice  of  termination  as  required

Section  1.  That  Sections  1,  2  and  3  of  General  Ordinance  No.  40, 
1941,  as  amended,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows,  to-wit: 

Section  1  (A)  Whenever  a  police  officer  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis shall  find  that  the  owner  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  has  com- 
mitted any  of  the  following  acts,  viz: 

(1)  Parking  or  permitting  a  vehicle  to  be  parked  upon  a  cer- 
tain part  of  a  street,  alley,  public  way,  parks,  boulevard, 
or  other  public  property  where  parking  is  prohibited 

(2)  Parking  or  permitting  a  vehicle  to  be  parked  upon  a  street, 
alley  or  public  way  in  excess  of  the  period  of  time  in 
which  vehicles  may  be  parked  upon  such  a  location; 

(3)  Parking  or  permitting  a  vehicle  to  be  parked  in  an  im- 
proper position; 
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(4)  Blocking  or  obstructing  traffic; 

(5)  Breaking  through  funeral  processions; 

(6)  Driving  over  sidewalks; 

(7)  Driving    in   the    wrong   direction    on   a    one-way   street   or 
alley; 

(8)  Driving  a  taxicab  past  an  established  taxicab  stand; 

(9)  Driving   a  truck  upon  a  boulevard  or   street  upon  which 
such  track  is  not  permitted; 

(10)  Driving  over  a  fire  hose; 

(11)  Driving  through  an  established  safety  zone  unless  directed 
by  officer; 

(12)  Disobeying  an  officer's  signal; 

(13)  Disobeying  automatic  traffic  signal; 

(14)  Disobeying   railroad   signal; 

(15)  Failure  to  stop  before  emerging  from  an  alley; 

(16)  Failure  to  stop  for  a  preferential  street; 

(17)  Following  fire  apparatus; 

(18)  Leaving  a  taxicab  unattended; 

(19)  Exceeding  number  of  passengers  and  loading  merchandise 
in  front  seat  so  as  to  obscure  vision  of  operator; 
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(20)  Parking  in  a  taxicab  stand; 

(21)  Turning  left  into  and  emerging  from  alleys  and  driveways 
in  a  congested  district. 

(22)  Turning  left  at  intersection  where  left  turn  is  prohibited; 

(23)  Turning  left  at  intersection   at   a  time  when  left  turn  is 
prohibited; 

(24)  Executing  "U"  turns  where  prohibited; 

(25)  Parking  taxicab  outside  of  taxicab  stand; 

(26)  Cruising   with   a  taxicab; 

(27)  Turning  so  as  to  move  in  the  opposite  direction  in  street 
between  intersections ; 

(28)  Passing  another  vehicle  in  a  no-passing  zone; 

(29)  Unnecessary  horn  blowing; 

(30)  Or  any  other  violation  of  any  traffic  ordinance,  not  speci- 
fied aforesaid;  and 

(B).      Whenever    a   police   officer   of   the    City   of   Indianapolis 
shall  find  that  any  pedestrian  has  committed  any  of  the  following  _ 
acts,  viz: 

1.  Crossing  the  roadway  at  or  within  an  intersection 
within  the  congested  district  in  a  diagonal  direction  or  in  any 
other  manner  that  is  specifically  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

2.  Crossing  a  roadway  or  intersection  against  a  red  or 
"Stop"  signal,  on  streets  where  traffic  at  intersections  is  con- 
trolled by  traffic  control  signals  or  by  police  officers. 
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3.  Crossing  the  roadway  or  street  between  controlled 
sections  except  at  a  marked  or  unmarked  cross  walk  on  all 
streets  within  the  congested  district,  as  designed  by  this  ordi- 
nance, where  traffic  at  intersections  is  controlled  by  traffic  con- 
trol signals  or  by  police  officers. 

All  of  which  said  acts  contained  in  sub-sections  (A)  and  (B) 
have  been  declared  unlawful  or  are  hereafter  declared  unlawful  by 
any  ordinance  of  the  City  Council  of  said  city.  Such  officer  shall 
notify  such  owner  of  such  vehicle  or  his  representative  of  any  viola- 
tion set  forth  in  subsection  (A)  by  presenting  any  such  person  found 
in  possession  of,  or  in  charge  of,  such  vehicle  with  a  written  notice. 
If  such  officer  shall  not  find  any  such  person  in  possession  or  in 
charge  of  such  a  vehicle,  then  such  officer  shall  notify  such  owner 
or  operator  by  posting  a  written  notice  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon 
such  vehicle.  Such  officer  shall  notify  any  pedestrian  of  any  violation 
as  set  forth  in  sub-section  (B)  by  presenting  such  pedestrian  with  a 
written  notice.  All  notices  of  traffic  violations  as  herein  required 
to  be  served  shall  be  executed  by  the  police  officer  in  triplicate.  One 
copy  shall  be  served  upon  the  violator,  as  herein  required,  one  copy 
shall  be  filed  by  the  officer  with  the  Traffic  Violation  Bureau  herein 
created,  and  one  copy  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  Prose- 
cutor. The  latter  two  copies  shall  be  filed  in  the  said  respective  offices 
by  the  officer  before  he  goes  off  duty  for  the  particular  day  on  which 
such  notice  was  served  on  the  violator.  All  notices  herein  provided 
shall  be  serially  numbered  and  shall  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: 

(1)  Specific  violation  with  which  violator  is  charged. 

(2)  License  plate  number  of  vehicle  if  the  offense  falls  within 
Section  1  (A). 


(3)     Name  and  address  of  owner  of  vehicle  if  possible  to  ob- 
tain same  when  the  violation  falls  within  Section  1  (A). 


(4)  Location  of  violation. 

(5)  Signature  of  officer. 
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(6)  Badge  number  of  officer. 

(7)  Date  of  violation. 


The  copy  of  the  notice  served  upon  the  violator  or  his  represen- 
tative shall  also  state  that  the  violator  shall  appear  in  person  or  by 
attorney,  or  agent,  with  his  license  or  permit  issued  by  the  State, 
if  the  violation  is  one  set  forth  in  Section  1  (A)  at  the  office  of 
the  Traffic  Bureau  within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  of  5:30  o'clock 
p.  m.  of  the  date  appearing  upon  such  notice,  and  the  violator  so 
appearing  shall  have  the  privileges  provided  in  Section  2  of  this 
ordinance,  provided,  however,  if  said  period  of  time  shall  expire 
upon  a  Sunday  or  a  legal  holiday,  said  period  of  time  in  which  said 
violator  shall  report  shall  be  extended  twenty-four  (24)  hours.  No

Any  person  who  has  received  such  notice  and  who  has  not  been 
found  guilty  by  a  Court  or  who  has  not  admitted  the  violation,

cash  according  to  the  following  schedules:

For  violations  of  Section  1  (B):  First  violation  in  current  cal- 
endar year,  $1.00;  second  violation  in  current  calendar  year,  $2.00; 
third  violation  in  current  calendar  year,  $3.00. 
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Section  3.  Any  person  receiving  a  notice  of  a  traffic  violation, 
pursuant  to  Section  1  (A)  and  Section  1  (B)  of  this  ordinance  and 
who  has  been  found  guilty,  by  a  court,  of  three  or  more  traffic  vio- 
lations, as  provided  by  ordinance,  or  who  does  not  wish  to  avail 
himself  of  the  opportunity  afforded  him  to  compromise  the  claim 
of  the  city  for  the  payment  of  a  penalty,  as  provided  in  Section  2 
of  this  ordinance,  may  appear  in  person,  or  by  attorney  or  agent,  at 
the  office  of  said  Traffic  Violation  Bureau  during  the  period  of  time 
provided  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  and  waive  arrest  and  arrange 
with  said  Traffic  Violation  Bureau  to  be  slated  and  have  a  date  set 
at  which  time  he  shall  appear  in  court.

AN  ORDINANCE  ratifying,  confirming  and  approving  a  certain  Lease 
Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1944, 
by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  United  States 
of  America,  wherein  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  demised  and 
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leased  to  the  said  United  States  of  America  certain  premises 
and  facilities,  rights,  licenses  and  privileges,  on  and  in  connec- 
tion with  the  property  and  improvement  of  Lessor,  known  as  the 
Weir  Cook  Municipal  Airport,  which  are  more  particularly  de- 
scribed and  set  out  in  said  Lease;  and  upon  the  terms,  condi- 
tions and  provisions  provided  in  said  Lease;  and  fixing  a  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  1st  day  of  July,  1944,  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Sanitation  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  entered  into  a 
certain  Lease  Agreement  with  the  United  States  of  America, 
which  said  Lease  Agreement  is  in  the  words  and  figures  as 
follows,  to-wit:

1.  This  LEASE,  made  and  entered  into  this  first  day  of  July, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-four  by  and  between 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  whose  address  is  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  for 
its  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  successors,  and  assigns,  herein- 
after called  the  Lessor,  and  the  United  States  of  America,  hereinafter 
called  the  Government;  ■ 

WITNESSETH:  The  parties  hereto  for  the  consideration  herein- 
after mentioned  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 

2.  The  Lessor  hereby  leases  to  the  Government  the  following 
described  premises,  viz:  A  tract  of  land,  comprising  approximately 
286  acres,  free  of  all  obstructions  to  the  operation  of  aircraft  except 
such  obstruction  as  may  be  created  by  the  structure  hereinafter  desig- 
nated, described  by  metes  and  bounds  as  follows: 

All  property  described  herein  being  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
Indianapolis  Municipal  Airport,  in  Wayne  Township,  Marion  County, 
State  of  Indiana. 
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From  a  cross  cut  in  the  stone  marking  the  common  corner  of 
Sections  22,  23,  26  and  27  of  Township  15,  Range  2  East  proceed  in 
a  westerly  direction  along  the  south  line  of  Section  22  toward  a  cross 
cut  in  the  stone  marking  the  S.  W.  corner  of  the  S.  E.  XA  of  Section 
22,  Township  15,  Range  2  East,  a  distance  of  255.0'  to  a  %"  metal 
rod,  and  the  point  of  beginning.  Thence  proceed  north  44°-35/  east 
a  distance  of  1775'  more  or  less  to  a  %"  metal  rod.  Thence  in  a 
northerly  direction  (W89°-27'N)  a  distance  of  2871'  more  or  less  to  a 
%"  metal  rod,  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  (N89°-32'E)  768'  more 
or  less  to  %"  metal  rod  marking  the  south  edge  of  the  concrete  at 
the  intersection  of  the  NW-SE  and  E-W  runways,  thence  in  a  northerly 
direction  a  distance  of  165'  to  a  %"  metal  rod  marking  the  north 
edge  of  the  concrete  at  the  EW  and  the  NW-SE  runway  intersection, 
thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  (N40°-30/E)  a  distance  of  892' 
more  or  less  to  a  %"  metal  rod,  thence  north  a  distance  of  460'  more 
or  less  to  a  %"  metal  rod  located  near  the  center  of  Raymond  St., 
thence  west  along  Raymond  St.  a  distance  of  617.47'  to  a  %"  metal 
rod,  thence  northerly  a  distance  of  1402'  more  or  less  to  a  cross  cut 
in  a  raised  stone  near  the  west  edge  of  Banner  Avenue,  thence  in  a 
southwesterly  direction  a  distance  of  913.4'  to  a  %"  metal  rod, 
thence  south  46°-47/  west  a  distance  of  2390'  more  or  less  to  a  %"  metal 
rod,  thence  southerly  (E89°-33/S)  a  distance  of  4943'  more  .or  less 
to  a  %"  metal  rod  which  is  on  the  south  line  of  Section  22,  thence 
in  an  easterly  direction  (N89°-27/E)  a  distance  of  604'  more  or  less 
to  a  %"  metal  rod  and  the  point  of  beginning.    All  bearings  are  true. 

Together  with  the  right  to  the  Government  to  land  and  operate 
aircraft  thereon;  provided  that  the  Government  may,  at  its  discretion, 
permit  others  to  use  the  premises  temporarily  for  that  purpose; 

And  a  right  of  way  for  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  the 
premises;  a  right  of  way  or  rights  of  way  for  establishing  and  main- 
taining a  pole  line  or  pole  lines  for  extending  electric  power,  tele- 
phone, and  telephone  typewriter  facilities  to  the  premises;  and  rights 
of  way  for  subsurface  power,  communication  and  water  lines  to  the 
premises;  all  rights  of  way  to  be  over  the  said  lands  and  adjoining 
lands  of  the  lessor  and,  unless  hereinbefore  described  by  metes  and 
bounds,  to  be  by  the  most  convenient  routes; 

And  the  right  to  establish  and  maintain  beacon  lights  and  other 
lighting  equipment,  radio  and  other  facilities  for  communication  and 
signaling  purposes,  and  other  facilities  and  equipment  for  the  guid- 
ance and  operation  of  aircraft; 
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And  the  right  of  grading,  conditioning,  installing  drainage  facili- 
ties, and  seeding  the  soil  of  the  premises,  and  the  removal  of  all  ob- 
structions from  the  premises  which  may  constitute  a  hindrance  or 
hazard  to  the  operation  of  aircraft  or  to  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  air  navigation  facilities; 

3.  TO  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  the  said  premises  with  their 
appurtenances  for  the  term  beginning  July  1,  1944,  and  ending  with 
June  30,  1945. 

4.  The  Government  shall  not  assign  this  lease  in  any  event, 
and  shall  not  sublet  the  demised  premises  except  to  a  desirable  ten- 
ant and  for  a  similar  purpose. 

5.  This  lease  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Government,  be  renewed 
from  year  to  year  at  a  rental  of  Nine  Hundred  Sixty-Eight  Dollars 
($968.00)  per  annum  and  otherwise  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
herein  specified,  provided  notice  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Lessor  at 
least  90  days  before  this  lease  or  any  renewal  thereof  would  otherwise 
expire;  Provided  that  no  renewal  thereof  shall  extend  the  period  of 
occupance  of  the  premises  beyond  the  30th  day  of  June,  1964. 

6.  The  lessor  shall  furnish  to  the  Government,  during  the  occu- 
pance of  said  premises,  under  the  terms  of  this  lease,  as  part  of  the 
rental  consideration,  the  following: 

7.  The  Government  shall  have  the  right,  during  the  existence 
of  this  lease,  to  make  alterations,  attach  fixtures,  and  erect  buildings, 
additions,  structures  or  signs,  in  or  upon  the  premises  hereby  leased, 
which  fixtures,  additions,  or  structures  so  placed  in  or  upon  or  at- 
tached to  the  said  premises  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the 
Government  and  may  be  removed  therefrom  by  the  Government  upon 
the  termination  of  this  lease  or  within  six  months  thereafter  provided 
that  such  alterations,  fixtures,  additions,  structures,  or  signs  shall  not 
be  such  as  to  create  a  hazard  to  the  operation  of  aircraft  on  the 
adjoining  airport  of  the  Lessor. 

8.  The  Government  shall  pay  the  lessor,  for  the  premises,  rent 
at  the  following  rate:  Nine  Hundred  Sixty-Eight  Dollars  ($968.00) 
per  annum.  Payment  shall  be  made  at  the  end  of  each  Government 
Fiscal  Year. 

9.  No  member  of  or  Delegate  to  Congress  or  Resident  Commis- 
sioner shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  of  this  lease  or  to  any 
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benefit  to  arise  therefrom.  Nothing,  however,  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  extend  to  any  incorporated  company,  if  the  lease  be 
for  the  general  benefit  of  such  corporation  or  company. 

10.  The  land  and  building  shall  be  maintained  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

11.  The  Government  shall  retain  title  to  all  buildings  and/or 
structures  heretofore  or  hereafter  erected  by  the  Government  on  the 
property  covered  by  this  lease  or  under  the  provisions  of  lease  C3ca- 
995,  which  is  cancelled  and  superseded  by  this  lease,  and  the  Govern- 
ment may  remove  such  buildings  and/or  structures  at  any  time  during 
the  term  of  this  lease  or  within  six  months  thereafter. 

12.  The  words  "and  to  the  public"  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
page  2,  and  all  of  article  7,  were  deleted;  also  the  word  "exclusive" 
in  the  first  line  of  the  first  paragraph  on  page  2,  the  clause  beginning 
with  the  word  "provided"  and  ending  with  the  word  "purpose"  in  the 
first  paragraph  on  page  2,  the  clause  beginning  with  the  word  "pro- 
vided" and  ending  with  the  word  "lessor"  in  article  8,  and  all  of  ar- 
ticle 11  and  12,  were  added  prior  to  execution. 

13.  The  word  "exclusive"  in  the  first  line  of  the  first  para- 
graph on  page  2  was  deleted  prior  to  the  approval  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

GENERAL   ORDINANCE   No.   80,   1944 


AN  ORDINANCE  approving  a  certain  agreement  and  permit  grant- 
ing The  Ohio  Oil  Company  the  right  for  two  (2)  sidings  cross- 
ing Olin  Ave.,  north  of  the  intersection  of  11th  St.,  as  per  plan 
attached,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 


WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  on  the  14th  day  of  September,  1944, 
The  Ohio  Oil  Company,  121  E.  Maryland  Street,  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  filed  its  petition  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and 
Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows: 
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PETITION 


To  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation, 
City  of  Indianapolis. 

Gentlemen: 

We  do,  hereby,  petition  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  for  permission  to  construct  and  maintain  the 
portion  of  our  proposed  two  sidings  which  will  cross  Olin  Avenue 
north  of  the  intersection  of  Eleventh  Street  as  shown  on  the  attached 
sketch.  These  two  sidings  that  we  are  applying  for  are  to  serve  the 
new  pipe  line  terminal  station  which  we  are  constructing  on  the 
parcel  of  land  bordered  on  the  north  by  Sixteenth  Street,  on  the  east 
by  Olin  Avenue,  on  the  west  by  Little  Eagle  Creek  and  on  the  south 
by  private  road  owned  by  the  City  of  Speedway,  said  private  road  be- 
ing the  abandoned  right-of-way  of  the  old  traction  line  which  lies 
north  of  and  adjoining  the  P.  &  E.  Railroad.  The  above  said  parcel 
of  land  lies  in  the  City  of  Speedway,  however,  the  center  line  of  Olin 
Avenue  is  also  the  corporation  line  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  the  City  of  Speedway. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  This  agreement  made  and  entered  into 
this  14th  day  of  September,  1944,  by  and  between  The  Ohio  Oil  Com- 
pany of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation,  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous 
of  securing  a  permit  for  a  right  of  way  for  two  sidetracks  or  switches 
from  their  intersection  at  the  east  right-of-way  line  of  Olin  Avenue  to 
the  center  line  of  Olin  Avenue,  said  center  line  being  the  corporation 
line  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is 
more  specifically  described  as  follows:  The  center  line  of  the  south 
switch  will  intersect  the  east  right-of-way  line  of  Olin  Avenue  ap- 
proximately sixty  (60)  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  the  P.  &  E. 
R.R.,  and  will  intersect  with  the  center  line  of  Olin  Avenue  approxi- 
mately seventy-seven  (77)  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  the  P.  &  E. 
R.R.  Center  line  of  the  north  switch  intersects  the  east  right-of-way 
line  of  Olin  Avenue  approximately  seventy-one  (71)  feet  north  of  the 
center  line  of  the  P.  &  E.  R.R.  and  intersects  the  center  line  of  Olin 
Avenue  approximately  one  hundred  and  ten    (110)   feet  north  of  the 
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center  line  of  the  P.  &  E.  R.R.    The  lengths  of  the  portion  of  the 
tracks  for  which  permission  is  requested  are  as  follows: 

South  switch  approximately  forty  (40)  feet  on  the  portion  of 
Olin  Avenue  in  Indianapolis; 

North  switch  approximately  sixty  (60)  feet  on  the  portion  of 
Olin  Avenue  in  Indianapolis,  hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  himself, 
his  successors,  legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration 
of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay, 
construct,  maintain  and  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  either  now  or 
hereafter  connected  with  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  maintained,  improved  and  kept  in 
repair  as  to  be  safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise, 
and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  all  laws 
and  ordinances,  adopted  and  enacted  pursuant  to  the  police  powers 
of  said  city. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as 
shall  be  established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under 
its  supervision  and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall 
be  raised  or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing, 
by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any 
ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  or  with  any  resolution 
or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of 
said  track,  or  tracks;  provided  further  that  all  the  costs  thereof  shall 
be  paid  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  who  hereby  waives  any 
division  of  such  costs  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  any  statute, 
or  otherwise. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions 
or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  abso- 
lutely necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be 
at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct 
public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order 
of  said  Board,  made  for  any  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City 
or  the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon 
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said  party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten 
(10)  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and 
the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages 
whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  re- 
moving said  track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall 
in  no  wise  become  a  trespasser.  Said  notice  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing 
before  said  Board  where  objections  to  such  removal  may  be  heard; 
but  the  decision  of  said  Board  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  the 
party  of  the  first  part  who  hereby  expressly  waives  any  right  to  have 
such  exercise  of  discretion  reviewed  by  any  court. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  the 
rails  of  said  track  and  for  eighteen  inches  on  both  sides  thereof,  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks 
and  pavement  or  either  thereof  shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or 
in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any  way  defective  (of 
which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly  repair,  re- 
construct, or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in 
writing  of  ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  may  do  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  for 
which  expense  and  cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to 
hold  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any 
and  all  claims  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance 
or  use  of  said  track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may 
on  that  account  be  rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and 
also  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city 
in  defending  against  any  such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument 
by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance 
or  with  its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute 
forfeiture  of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this 
permit,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said 
Board  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act 
concerning  municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  of 
all  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental  thereto,  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and 
provisions  stipulated,  hereby  grants  and  duly  permits  said  party  of 
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the  first  part  to  exercise  the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and 
maintain  an  additional  sidetrack  or  switch  across  Olin  Avenue  in 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as  shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto, 
filed  herewith  and  for  greater  certainty  marked  "Exhibit  A."

AN  ORDINANCE  approving  a  certain  agreement  and  permit  grant- 
ing the  Ohio  Oil  Company  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  a  side- 
track or  switch  from  the  intersection  of  the  east  right-of-way 
line  of  Olin  Avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Olin  Avenue,  according 
to  the  blue  print  attached,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to -wit:  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  1944, 
The  Ohio  Oil  Company,  121  E.  Maryland  Street,  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  filed  his  petition  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and 
Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows: 
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PETITION 

To  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  AND  SANITATION, 

City  of  Indianapolis. 
Gentlemen: 

We  do,  hereby,  petition  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of 
Indianapolis,  for  permission  to  construct  and  maintain  the  portion 
of  our  proposed  sidetrack  which  will  cross  Olin  Avenue  north  of 
Eleventh  Street  as  shown  on  the  attached  sketch.  The  siding  that  we 
are  applying  for  is  to  serve  the  new  pipeline  terminal  station  which 
we  are  constructing  on  the  parcel  of  land  bordered  on  the  north  by 
Sixteenth  Street,  on  the  east  by  Olin  Avenue,  on  the  west  by  Little 
Eagle  Creek  and  on  the  south  by  the  private  road  owned  by  the  City 
of  Speedway,  said  private  road  being  the  abandoned  right  of  way 
of  the  old  traction  line  which  lies  north  of  and  adjoining  the  Peoria 
&  Eastern  Railroad.  The  above  said  parcel  of  land  lies  in  the  City 
of  Speedway,  however,  the  center  line  of  Olin  Avenue  is  also  the 
corporation  line  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  City  of 
Speedway. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  This  agreement  made  and  entered  into 

this  31st  day  of  October,  1944,  by  and  between  The  Ohio  Oil  Company, 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation,  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous 
of  securing  a  permit  for  a  right  of  way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from 
the  intersection  of  the  east  right  of  way  line  of  Olin  Avenue  to  the 
center  line  of  Olin  Avenue,  said  center  line  being  the  corporation  line 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is  more 
specifically  described  as  follows:  The  center  line  of  the  switch  will 
intersect  the  east  right  of  way  line  of  Olin  Avenue  approximately 
twenty  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  the  Peoria  &  Eastern  Railroad, 
and  will  intersect  with  the  center  line  of  Olin  Avenue  approximately 
thirty  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  the  Peoria  &  Eastern  railroad. 
The  length  of  the  portion  of  track  for  which  permission  is  requested 
is  as  follows:  Total  track  length  to  be  thirty  feet  more  or  less,  here- 
by covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his  successors,  legal  represen- 
tatives and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privi- 
leges   and    authority   herein    given,   he   will    lay,    construct,   maintain 
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and  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  either  now  or  hereafter  connected 
with  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth, 
to-wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  maintained,  improved  and  kept  in 
repair  as  to  be  safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise, 
and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  all 
laws  and  ordinances,  adopted  and  enacted  pursuant  to  the  police 
powers  of  said  city. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as 
shall  be  established  by  said  board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its 
supervision  and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall 
be  raised  or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing, 
by  said  board,  and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with 
any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  or  with  any  resolu- 
tion or  resolutions  made  by  said  board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression 
of  said  track,  or  tracks;  provided  further  that  all  the  costs  thereof 
shall  be  paid  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  who  hereby  waives 
any  division  of  such  costs  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  any 
statute,  or  otherwise. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects,  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or  defects 
of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such  cross- 
ing or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time 
stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public 
travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written 
order  of  said  board,  made  for  any  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the 
city  or  the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and 
upon  said  party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing, 
of  ten  (10)  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done, 
and  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages 
whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  remov- 
ing said  track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  board  shall  in 
no  wise  become  a  trespasser.  Said  notice  shall  fix  a  day  for  hear- 
ing before  said  board  where  objections  to  such  removal  may  be  heard; 
but  the  decision  of  said  board   shall  be  final  and  conclusive   on  the 
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party  of  the  first   part  who  hereby  expressly  waives   any   right  to 
have  such  exercise  of  discretion  reviewed  by  any  court. 


(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  the 
rails  of  said  track  and  for  eighteen  inches  on  both  sides  thereof,  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks 
and  pavement  or  either  thereof  shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or 
in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any  way  defective  (of 
which  fact  the  said  board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly  repair,  re- 
construct, or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in 
writing  of  ten  (10)  days,  raid  board  may  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  for  which 
expense  and  cost  the  raid  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 


(G)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to 
hold  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any 
and  all  claims  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  mainte- 
nance, or  use  of  said  track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs, 
that  may  on  that  account  be  rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said 
city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred 
by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such  claims. 


(7)  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument 
by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance 
or  with  its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute 
forfeiture  of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this 
permit,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by 
said   board  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 


Sa'd  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled,  "An 
act  concerning  municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905, 
and  of  all  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental  thereto,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms 
and  provisions  stipulated,  hereby  grants  and  duly  permits  said  party 
of  the  first  part  to  exercise  the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay 
and  maintain  an  additional  siderack  or  switch  across  Olin  Avenue 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as  shown  by  the  drawing  attached 
hereto,  filed  herewith  and  for  greater  certainty  marked  "Exhibit  A."

December  31,  1945,  paid  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part.

The  meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  histori- 
cal review  of  the  work  which  Flanner  House  had  conducted  in  the 
community  for  the  past  forty-seven  years,  including  the  cooperating 
program  with  the  City  Health  Department  in  conducting  health  clin- 
ics for  the  past  thirty-five  years. 

The  need  for  extending  the  activities  of  the  health  center  pro- 
gram. The  request  for  federal  funds  to  erect  and  equip  a  new  build- 
ing for  augmenting  the  program. 
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A  progressive  report  on  the  request  for  a  grant  from  the  federal 
government  and  the  city's  contribution  as  a  match  fund  in  order  to 
secure  the  federal  grant. 


The  report  that  the  government  had  authorized  a  grant  for 
$74,000.00  which  would  require  an  appropriation  of  $56,000.00  on  the 
part  of  the  city  to  assist  in  erecting  and  equipping  a  new  building. 


A  general  discussion  as  to  what  scope  the  health  center  was 
expected  to  cover,  and  the  definite  understanding  of  those  present  that 
its  activities  would  be  confined  entirely  to  the  work  and  program  of  a 
health  center  conforming  to  the  program  which  had  been  conducted 
for  the  past  thirty-five  years. 


At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting,  Mr.  Harry  V.  Wade,  moved 
that  this  public  meeting  go  on  record  as  indorsing  a  diagnostic  and 
health  center,  and  with  definite  understanding  that  such  a  center 
should  not  be  limited  to  any  class,  race,  or  creed.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  F.  E.  DeFrantz,  and  unanimously  carried  by  consent. 


It  was  suggested  by  those  present  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
meeting,  Doctor  Herman  G.  Morgan,  be  requested  to  inform  the  City 
Council  of  the  motion  which  had  been  passed,  and  that  publicity  be 
released  on  Monday,  December  4,  1944,  relative  to  the  meeting  and 
the  program  which  had  been  discussed  along  with  the  final  decision 
reached  at  the  public  meeting. 


Which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dauss  and  was  passed  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council. 


On  motion  of  Mr.  Kealing,  seconded  by  Mr.  Bowers,  the 
Common  Council  adjourned  at  9:00  p.  m.
